Schwellenbach Reports 
to Truman—Company 
Rejects Union Offer as 
Not Arbitration but 
‘Abdication.’ 


DETROIT, Nov. 24 (AP)—With 
President Truman’s approval, the 
Federal Government called on its 
top conciliators today in an ef- 
fort to obtain a settlement of the 
General Motors strike. 

Further deadlocking the dis- 
pute was the oorporation’s rejec- 
tion of a ClO-United Automobile 
Workers’ proposal for arbitration 
of the union’s 30 per cent wage 
demand. 

The strike, in which about 200,- 
000 workers in 51 cities are idle, 
was ordered Tuesday nigh?@ shortly 
after General Motors reported its 
reply to the proposal would not be 
ready within the 24 hours allot- 
ted by the union. 

Turning down the proposal last 
night, the corporation termed it 
“not an offer of arbitration but 
a demand for abdication.” 

“Stripped of its deception,” said 
H. W. Anderson, General Motors 
vice president, “the union pro- 
posed that General Motors relin- 
quish its rights to manage its 
business.” 

Earlier in Washington, Secre- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach 
emerged from a conference with 
the President and announced he 
had gone over “the whole Gen- 
_ eral Motors situation” with Tru- 

man, 

Schwellenbach said Edgar L. 
Warren, head of the United States 
Conciliation Service, would in- 
vite company and union repre- 
sentatives to Washington for con- 
ference. Because of a previously 
arranged meeting of top union 
officials in Detroit Monday and 
Tuesday, he said, the conference 
probably canmot be held before 
Wednesday. 

Walter P. Reuther, union vice 
president, said the union would 
be willing to send representatives. 
General Motors withheld com- 
ment pending receipt .6f an invi- 
tation. a 

Schwellenbach said he gave the 
President a strike report based 
on statements by his special as- 
sistant, John W. Gibson, who con- 
ferred with union leaders here 
Thursday, but he declined to com- 
ment on the outlook for settle- 
ment. Gibson was called back to 
Detroit today because of his fa- 
ther’s death. 

Reply of Corporation. 

The following in part is the 
reply of Anderson to the latest 
union proposal for arbitration. 

“At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing on Nov. 15 between your ne- 
gotiating committee and .. . 
General Motor# you stated that 
you would advise us of a time 
convenient to you for the next 
meeting. Without asking for a 
further meeting, you addressed a 
letter to us on Nov. 19 in which 
you proposed that your wage dis- 
pute with General Motors be sub- 
mitted to arbitration on your spe- 
cific terms. You demanded a 
reply before 4 p. m., on Tuesday 
Nov. 20.

Governor Says He Will 
Back Up Commission- 
ers in Enforcing Bar on 
Organization.

Leaders of the newly chartered 
police union defied the Board of 
Police Commissioners today and 
proceeded with their organization 
work despite the board’s decision 
that police cannot legally unionize 
and that those who attempt to do 
so will be subjected to disciplin- 
ary action. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly today 
emphasized he intended to back 
up the board ik enforcing its 
ruling, declaring, “The mgjority 
of the board and I are in accord, 
which means that I will support 
the board if it becomes neces- 
sary.” 

To make it clear the board's 
majority vote against unionization 
reflected his views, he issued a 
statement last night in which he 
asserted it would be bad public 
policy and illegal for St. Louis 
police to organize, 

But Motorcycle Policeman 
Richard T. Miller, acting chair- 
man of the police union, declared: 
“The police are going ahead with 
their organization. Activities are 
proceeding the same as before the 
board’s announced decision.” 

Mark D. Eagleton, president of 
the Police Board and the: only 
member of the four-man group 
who voted to permit organization 
of the policemen, indicated there 
will be no immediate showdown 
on the question of unionization. 
Steps to enforce the Police De- 
partment’s long-standing rules 
against formation of a union will 
be held up, he_ said, until the 
board receives legal opinions re- 
quested from State Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor and City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler. The 
board’s course probably will be 
determined when it meets next 
Thursday, he added,

Agency Ready to Act If 
Cost Is Run Up in 
Potential Shortage 
Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 24 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion began an intensive campaign 
today to keep food prices in check 
as meat, butter and all other red- 
point products came off the ra- 
tion list. 

George Moncharsh, chief of the 
OPA enforcement department, 
said it would be a “somewhat 
more difficult” job to hold prices 
now that rationing has ended. 
He said, however, that OPA was 
“all set” to prosecute any vio- 
lators of price ceilings. OPA ex- 
pects the job to be most difficult 
in areas remote from meat, butter 
and other food production cen- 
ters. 

“Under rationing,” Moncharsh 
explained, “points were set to as- 
sure even distribution. This 
helped to ease the pressure on 
prices. Now that ra‘ioning is out, 
we have to guard against any 
bidding up of prices to obtain 
supplies in potential shortage 
p.reas.” 

The east, particularly New York 
where meat consumption is high, 
is ~ . example of such an area. 

The .biggest task will be polic- 
ing prices for pork, butter, mar- 
garine, lard, shortening, and salad 
and cooking oils, as supplies of 
these products are expected to 
remain short of demand for a 
while, 

‘ Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 
son, in announcing the termina- 
tion of the red-point rationing, 
said it would not be practical to 
keep points on these foods and 
free only beef, veal, lamb and 
canned fish. Anderson said this 
would require establishment of a 
new rationing program and that

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Bishop Bars Elliott Roosevelt, 
Twice Divorced, as Vestryman 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen, Elliott Roosevelt's ap- 
pointment as a vestryman in the 


ramily church at Hyde Park, N.Y.. 
has been. voided by Bishop Wil- 
liam T, Manning of New York, 
who said the second son of the 
late President was “not in good 
standing” in the Episcopal 
church, 

Bishop Manning said that 
Roosevelt was ineligible to serve 
as a vestryman. Roosevelt has 
been divorced twice. 

Roosevelt was named Nov. 13 to 
the board of the church, of which 
his father was senior warden for 
many years. 

Bishop Manning issued the fol- 
lowing statement last night: 

“I have officially notified the 
vestry of St. James Church, Hyde 
Park, that Gen. Elliott Roosevelt 
is not in good standing in the 
church and therefore is not eligi- 
ble for the office of vestryman 
and cannot serve in that office.” 

He did not elaborate on his 
statement and Roosevelt was not 
available for comment.

Groups and Asks for 
Reaction — Comes as 
Surprise to Public Serv- 


ice Co. 


A plan for radical revision of 


the Public Service Co.’s street car 
and bus routes, involving removal 
of all street car service from 
Washington avenue and lightening 
of the bus load on that crowded 
street downtown, has been sub- 
mitted by Mayor A. P. Kaufmann 
to a group of public and civic 
bodies for study. 

Prepared by the Streets and 
Traffic Committee of the City Plan 
Commission, it was made public 
at a meeting of these groups at 
City Hall yesterday. It is a re- 
vision of earlier plans by the com- 
mittee and comes as a surprise to 
the Public Service Co. The com- 
pany had not expected to take all 
street cars off of Washington. 

In the rush hour period of 4:50 
to 5:20 p.m., there are 41 street 
cars and 152 busses using Wash- 
ington, east of Twelfth boulevard, 
the meeting was told by Harland 
Bartholomew, engineer of the plan 
commission, The committee’s first 
plan, with which company offi- 
cials were familiar, had called for 
changing this to 33 street cars 
and 52 busses. The present pro- 
posal would leave 115 busses and 
no street cars, and Bartholomew 
said it would give a better bal- 
ance to the service. 

Mayor Seeks Opinions. 

The present plan was recom- 
mended to the commission by its 
committee, but has not been adopt- 
ed by the commission. The Mayor 
asked that all interested agencies, 
including the company and the 
Police Department, report their 
stand on the plan to the commis- 
sion by Jan. 20. 

Street car lines which would be 
removed from Washington down- 
town would be the Page, Park and 
Southampton. The Page is one 
of the eight lines which the com- 
pany recently proposed to aban- 
don, with replacement by busses. 
The abandonment request is 
pending before the State Public 
Service Commission and the St. 
Louis Board of Public Service. 
The new plan would shift Park 
cars to Pine street, looping via 
Fourth and Chestnut, and South- 
ampton cars to Locust street, 
looping via Fourth and _ “St. 
Charles. 

Walnut Park and Natural 
Bridge bus lines would be shifted 
from Washington to Delmar boule- 
vard downtown, looping by way 
of Third and Lucas. The Walnut 
Park line also would be shifted 
from Thirteenth street to Twelfth 
boulevard in the near-North Side, 
and would have a relatively small 
change in route for its north- 
western loop. 

Other Bus Lines Involved. 

All bus lines also would be 
eliminated from Seventh street in 
the downtown shopping area. 
Lines running north there now 
are the Tower Grove, Lindenwood 
and Gravois.

He Urged President to 
Make ‘Secret or Public 
Declaration’ — U. S. 
Message to Emperor 


Hirohito Followed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Congressional investigators were 
told today that Winston Churchill 
urged President Roosevelt a week 
before Pearl Harbor to send a 
“secret or public’ warning to 
Japan against further aggression. 

A message from Churchill, then 
British Prime Minister, to Roose- 
velt was read to the Senate-House 
committee investigating the Japa- 
nese surprise attack on Pearl Har- 
bor Dec, 7, 1941, 

Dated Nov. 30, 1941, and labeled 


“personal and secret for the Pres- 
ident from former naval person,” 
it said: 

“It seems to me that one im- 
portant method remains unused 
in averting war between Japan 
and our two countries, namely a 
plain declaration, secret or public 
as may be thought best, that any 
further act of aggression by Japan 
will lead immediately to the grav- 
est consequences. 

“IT realize your constitutional 
difficulties but it would be tragic 
if Japan drifted into war by en- 
croachment without having before 
her fairly and squarely the dire 
character of a further aggressive 
step. I beg you to _ consider 
whether, at the moment which you 
judge right, which may be very 
near, you should not say that any 
further Japanese aggression would 
compel you to place the gravest 
issues before Congress or words to 
that effect. 

“We would, of course, make a 
similar declaration or share in a 
joint declaration, and in any case 
arrangementg are being made to 
synchronize’ our action with 
yours. Forgive me, my dear friend, 
for presuming to press such a 
course upon you, but I am con- 
vinced that it might make all the 
difference and prevent a melan- 
cioly extension of the war.”

CHUNGKING TROOPS REPORTED 
100 MILES INSIDE MANCHURIA 


Chinhsien Said to Be Surrounded; 
Communist Paper Demands 
Autonomy for Area. 

CHUNGKING, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
The Chungking World Daily News 
today reported that nationalists 
have surrounded Chinhsien, 100 
miles inside Manchuria, while the 
Communist New China Daily 
News flatly demanded autonomy 
for Manchuria and said its inhab- 
itants were urging Russian forces 
to delay their withdrawal until it 
was granted. 

Communists earlier forecast a 
full-scale battle if nationalists at- 
tempted to take Chinhsien, but the 
World Daily News reported only 
“unorganized” resistance. 

The Communist New Szechwan 
Daily reported, however, that Chi- 
nese Communists have poured into 
Mukden in strength, and asserted 
tl at Gen. Chu Teh, commander-in- 
chief of the Chinese Communist 
forces, already has 200,000 men 
massed in Manchuria, including 
the “people’s militia.” The report 
made no reference to the Russian 
forces which—so far as is known 
here—still are occupying Mukden.

NUERNBERG, Nov, 24 (By Ra- 
dio)—Imagine Tamerlane, Genghis 
Khan, Attila or Nero at some 
banquet of sycophants pouring 
out the monstrous secrets of his 
inmost heart. Then you will have 
some idea of the ravings of fren- 
zied and murderous egotism at- 
tributed to Adolf Hitler in a 
document made. public late yester- 
day by the Office of the United 
States Chief of Counsel, to be sub- 
mitted formally Monday to the 
international military tribunal. 

It is a report of a speech made 
by Hitler at a dinner given to his 
Army commanders at Obersalz- 
berg Aug. 22, 1939, on the eve of 
his attack on Poland, It may 
rank in history with Caligula’s 
pious prayer that the Roman peo- 
ple might have one throat so that 
he could cut it with a single slash 
of the knife. 

Of revolting significance is the 


fact that the Fuehrer’s uttera 
was received with enthusiasm by 
some of the most respectable per- 
sonages of the German Army, | 
among them the commander in 
chief, Gen. Walther von Brauch- 
itsch and the commanders of the 
Army Corps and armies who were 
intrusted with the violation of 
Poland. Even the few who dlis- 
approved dared no more than 
keep silent. Hermann Goering Is 
depicted as having jumped on the 
table and danced around like a 
savage “with bloodthirsty thanks 
and gory promises.” 

It is stated that prior to publi- 
cation the report was submitted to 
Georing and the former Reichs- 
marshal readily confirmed its ve- 
racity, including his own perform- 
ances. 

“Since autumn 1938,” said Hit- 
ler, “I have found that Japan will

Dr. Niels Arly, Danish col- 
laborator of Prof. Niels Bohr, 
was quoted in an interview as 
saying the latest experiments 
had shown that cosmic rays 
derive from a series of ex- 
plosions in space resembling 
those of the atomic bomb and 
that as in the explosion of the 
atomic bomb very powerful 
rays are developed.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Capt. Granville Conway, deputy 
war shipping administrator, said 
yesterday that in December 
American ships would have 34,000 
more berths available than there 


‘|are troops scheduled to return 


from Europe. 

Conway said the WSA now op- 
erated 651 ships capable of car- 
rying 584,908 troops but that 50 
Victory ships were scheduled to 
be transferred to the Pacific be- 
cause there soon would be a sur- 
plus in the Atlantic. 

In November 470,000 troops 
were scheduled to be returned 
home from Europe and the Med- 
iterranean, and 37,000 from India. 


Next month 410,000 are sched- 
uled to leave Europe and the Med- 
iterranean area, and 42,000 to 
leave India. The Army has sched- 
uled the return of ohly 125,000 
men from Europe and the Med- 
iterranean in January.

NUERNBERG, Nov. 24 (AP)—

Baldur von Schirach. leader of | 
the Hitler youth, to cabinet min- 
ister,” said Hermann Goering sar-| 
castically. “And then they wanted | 
to have me as Hitler’s successor 
after Hess.

When asked what he remem-

crown prince. I have decided to 
go with Stalin. On the whole 
there are only three great states- 
men in the world: Stalin, myself 
and Mussolini, The weakest, Mus- 
solini, has been able to break 
neither the power of the crown 
nor the power of the church. Stal- 
in and I are the only ones that 
see into the future. 

“So I shall shake hands with 
Stalin within a few weeks on the 
common German-Russian border 
and undertake with him a new 
distribution of the world. 

“Our strength Iles in our 
quickness and our brutality. 
Gengis Khan had millions of 
women and children killed by 
his own will and with a gay 
heart. History beholds in him 
merely a great state builder. 
‘What the weak civilization of 
western Europe thinks about 
me does not matter. I have 
given the order and will have 
everyone shot who utters even 
one word of criticism. For the 
moment I have sent to the east 
only my ‘deat :ishead units’ with 
the order to kill without pity or 
mercy all men, women and chil- 
dren of Polish race or language. 
Only thus shall we win the 
vital space that we need. Who 
‘talks nowada,s about extermi- 
nation of the Armenians?” 

Col. Gen. Von Brauchitsch had 
assured him, Hitler explained, 
that the war against Poland 
would be concluded in a few 
weeks. If he had said two years 
or even one year, Hitler pro- 
ceeded, the order to march would 
not have been issued and a tem- 
porary alliance would have been 
entered with England instead of 
Russia, because. the speaker ad- 
mitted Germany could not con- 
duct a long war. 

Russia Included in Plans. 

“In any case,” Hitler said, “a 
new situation has now been cre- 
ated. At Munich I have beheld 
those miserable worms Daladier 
and Chamberlain. They will be 
too cowardly, to attack. They will 
go no further than a blockade. 
Against it we have our autarchy 
and the raw materials of Russia. 
Poland will be depopulated and 
colonized with Germans. My pact 
with Poland was meant only to 
stall for time. 

“And besides, gentlemen, just 
what I have practiced with Po- 
land will happen in Russia. 
After Stalin’s death—he is seri- 
ously ill—we shall crush the 
Soviet Union.” 

Hitler then paid his respects 
to the small countries. He de- 
clared that after Kemal’s death 
Turkey would be ruled by morons 
and half idiots and that Carol of 
Romania was an utterly corrupt 
slave of his sexual appetites. The 
King of Belgium and the Scan- 
dinavian monarchs were described 
as feeble puppets depending on 
the good digestion of their tired 
and overfed subjects. 

Contempt for Japanese. 

Hitler was even more savagely 
contemptuous of his own allies 
in Tokyo. 

“We must take into account,” 
he said, “the possible defection 
of Japan, I have left it a whole 
year in which to decide. The 
Emperor is a companion plece 
of the late Tsars. Weak, cow- 
ardly, irresolute, he may fall be- 
fore a revolution. My associa- 
tion with Japan was never pop- 
ular, Furthermore it is caus- 
ing unrest in the Far East and 
Arabia. Let us think of our- 
selves as masters and consider 
these people at best as lac- 
quered half monkeys who need 
to feel the knout.” 

The Fuehrer confessed that he 
had one dread, that Chamberlain 
or “another such filthy swine” 
would come to him with proposi- 
tions or a change of mind. “He 
will be thrown downstairs,” Hitler 
boasted, “even if I personally must 
kick him in the belly before all 
the photographers.” 

The speaker announced that the 
invasion and exterminaticn of Po- 
land would begin the “next Sat- 
urday morning” .and concluded: 
“T will have a few companies in 
Polish uniforms attack in Upper 
Silesia or in the _ protectorate. 
Whether the world believes it 
doesn't matter a damn to me. The 
world believes only in success. 

“Glory is beckoning you gen- 
tlemen. Be hard, be without 
mercy, act more swiftly and 
brutally than the others. The 
citizens of western Europe must 
quiver with horror. And now 
on to the enemy! We shall cele- 
brate in Warsaw with another 
meeting.” 

In the course of the dinner Hit- 
ler could not refrain from taking 
a dig at his Deputy Fuehrer who 
then was Rudolf Hess. He said 
he was attacking in 1939 because 
he might not live much longer and 
his successor would be incapable 
of carrying on the job. 

Because of American drive in 
the interest of expedition, this in- 
credible and fiendish exhibit is 
one among hundreds of items 
which have been rushing past the 
courtroom’s vision.

Frank Wants Poles to Appear. 


Dr. Seidel, counsel for Hans 
Frank, said he had requested sub- 
penas for two Poles who would 
testify that Frank, nicknamed 
“the butches of Poland,” had the 
welfare of the Poles at heart and 
that security troops and not he 
were responsible for the Polish 
massacres. This statement caused 
general laughter. 

The mysterious “Gen. Wood” 
was expected to testify, it was de- 
clared, as to alleged statements of 
Churchill before the war regard- 
ing German rearmament and the 
necessity of war with the Reich. 


The German attorneys replied 
with a chorus of “jas” to a ques- 
tion as to whether they still con- 
tested the jurisdiction of the 
court. One said he would have 
preferred a tribunal along the pat- 
tern of that at The Hague. An- 
other added that there should be 
German as well as Allied magis- 
trates on the bench. All agreed 
that they had no complaint thus 
far over the conduct of the judges 
and Dr. Dix complimented the pre- 
siding magistrate, Sir Geoffrey 
Lawrence, on his ruling yesterday 
for making documents in the case 
available to the defendants. 


Asked whether the Reich if vic- 
torious would have set up a simi- 
lar court to try persons as war 
criminals in the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Russia, 
several replied, “Yes, we are con- 
vinced of it.” Queried further as 
to whether they thought a German 
military tribunal would have been 
as fair to the defendants, Dr. Dix 
answered, “Speaking for myself, 
if Germany had been victorious I 
beileve our esteem for the achieve- 
ments of Winston Churchill would 
not have been diminished.” 


HITLER’S DECEIT 
AGAINST RUSSIA 


NUERNBERG, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
More than 100,000 words of evi- 
dence was presented at the war 
crimes trial yesterday, much. of 
it in 10 hitherto secret German 
documents bulwarking the major 
case against the 20 Nazis—that 
they plotted aggressive war. A 
considerable part was in the 
words of Adolf Hitler telling of 
his plans to invade The Nether- 
lands, Belgium, France, Britain, 
Poland and Russia months and 
in some cases years before the 
attacks actually took place. 

Probably the most sensational 
of the 10 documents was a state- 
ment made by Hitler in a speech 


to his generals at Obersalzburg 
Aug. 22, 1939, in which he ordered 
a war of extermination on Poland. 
The Fuehrer also told the gen- 
erals, “in Russia will happen just 
what I have practiced with Po- 
land.” 

The speech was made the day 
after the announcement that Rus- 
sia and Germany had concluded 
a non-aggression pact. Of that 
document Hitler said: 

“Today's publication of the non- 
aggression pact with Russia hit 
like a shell. Stalin also said this 
course will be of benefit to both 
countries. The effect on Poland 
will be tremendous.” 

(The non-aggression pact was 
announced in Berlin Aug. 21, and 
signed in Moscow on Aug. 24. A 
10-year treaty, it provided that 
each country was bound to refrain 
from any act of force against the 
other, and that they would not 
support warlike acts against 
either by a third power.) 

Hitler asserted that “Russia has 
no interest in Poland and Stalin 
knows that it is the end of his 
regime, no matter whether his sol- 
diers come out of a war victorious 
or beaten.” 

Hitler made this appraisal of 
Russia’s strength and his own 
future. 

“Russia has the far-reaching 
goal, above all, of the strengthen- 
ing of her position in the Baltic. 
Further, Russia is striving to in- 
crease her influence in the Bal- 
kans and is striving toward the 
Persian Gulf. 

“Russia will do that which she 
considers to be to her benefit. At 
the present moment Russia has 
retired from internationalism. In 
case she renounces this, she will 
proceed to Pan-Slavism. It is a 
fact that at the present time the 
Russian Army is of little worth.’ 

Of himself, Hitler said: “I shall 
shrink from nothing and shall de- 
stray everyone who is opposed to 
me. In the past few years I 
have experienced many examples 
of intuition. I shall stand or fall 
on this struggle. I shall never 
survive the defeat of my people. 

Plan to Defeat Britain. 

Another secret document dis- 
closed that Hitler in May, 1939, 
told his general staff that Brit- 
ain was the “driving force against 
Germany” and that he planned to 
slice Britain off from the re- 
mainder of Europe by cutting its 
food supplies. This time, Hitler 
asserted, there must be no recur- 
rence of factors that lost World 
War One for Germany. 

Hitler demanded the immediate 
destruction of the British fleet 
with the outbreak of war. He said 
destruction of England's air arm 
might mean eventual defeat, but 
that the British would quit only 
when their fleet was on the bot- 
tom of the sea. 

“If in World War I we had had 
two battleships and two cruisers 
more,” he said, “and if the battle 
of Jutland had begun in the 
morning, the British fleet would 
have been defeated and England 
brought to her knees. It would 
have meant the end of the war.’ 


Transcript of Hitler Speech Smug- 
gled Out by Lochner. 

WASHINGTON, Nov, 24 (AP)— 
A copy of the speech which Adolf 
Hitler made to his generals 10 
days Before the attack on Poland, 
cited yesterday at the Nuernberg 
war crimes trial, was one of the 
documents which Louis P. Loch- 
ner, of the Associated Press, 
brought with him from Germany. 

A week before the attack on 
Poland, Lochner, then chief of the 
AP’s Berlin bureau, received a 
copy of the Hitler speech from a 
secret informant. Lochner man- 
aged to preserve the document 
even while interned for five 
months by the Germans after the 
war’s outbreak. 

The version quoted at the 
Nuernberg trial was apparently 
a copy of the same speech Loch- 
ner obtained. 


Mimeograph duplicates are issued 
daily to correspondents by the 
scores of pages, but represent per- 
haps one tenth of the material 
which the prosecutors, touching 
only on the high lights, insert ip 
the record. Just tiie same, there 
is an overpowering sense that 
against all the defendants is being 
heaped up deadly and monumen- 
tal proof of conspiracy to perpet- 
uate aggressive war, 


Interview With Jap Minister. 


A document of particular inter- 
est to Americans is an account of 
a discussion held in Berlin April 
4, 1941, between Foreign Minis- 
ter Matsuoka of Japan and Hitler 
in the presence of Foreign Minis- 
ter Joachim von Ribbentrop and 
Minister of State Otto Meissner. 
Even earlier than that it appears 
Matsuoka and the militarist clique 
whom he represented believed war 
with the United States was un- 
avoidable and that Japan’s best 
chance was some surprise blow 
like that at Pearl Harbor eight 
months later, 

Hitler encouraged him in this 
view, citing incidents of his own 
career in which great risks had 
paid large dividends. The Fuehrer 
promised to go to Japan’s aid 
whenever it became involved with 
the United States. He declared 
that Germany had also made 
preparations and guaranteed that 
U-boats and planes would make 
it impossible for a single Ameri- 
can soldier to land in Europe. 
This was quite apart from the 
fact Hitler bragged that “the Ger- 
man soldier by nature ranks high 
above the American soldier.” 

The interview took a pathetic 
turn when Matsuoka, though For- 
eign Minister, confessed that he 
dared not utter in Japan itself 
particularly to the Emperor and 
Prime Minister Prince Konoye, 
a single word of what he had told 
Hitler.

INMATES AILLED 
FOR LOSING SHOES, 
DACHAU MAN SAYS 


Former Prisoner Tells of 


Execution of Wife — 


31 of 40 Defendants 
Identified.

DACHAU, Germany, Nov. 24 
(AP)—A former Dachau concen- 
tration camp inmate testified yes- 
terday that prisoners in one com- 
pound were executed for such a 
simple offense as losing their 
shoes, 

The witness, Norbert Fried of 
Prague, who said he was in the 
Kaufering camp of Dachau, told 
the American military court his 
wife had been gassed a few days 


before she was to have given birth 
to their baby, and that he had 
been spared only because his S.S. 
guards liked to hear him sing 
American songs. 

Another witness, Michael Pelles, 
accused defendant Friedrich Ru- 
pert of ordering some prisoners 
to be taken to the crematory al- 
though they were still alive when 
thrown into carts filled with dead 
bodies. 

He told the court he was unable 
to say whether any were put into 
the furnace while they . still 
breathed. The witness said he 
noticed some still moving in the 
death carts and he took them to 
the hospital, where admittance 
was refused, 

He said Ruppert, one of those 
on trial, 
taken back because “none will 
come out of the crematory alive 
anyway.” 

An 18-year-old Pole whose right 
leg had been shot off by SS. 
guards accused Wilhelm Tempel, 
a Dachau guard, of beating his 
father to death in the concentra- 
tion camp. A 17-year-old Pole 
charged that Tempel had shot 
him in the leg and had killed his 
young Russian comrade. 

At the end of the seventh day 
of the war crimes trial, all but 
nine of the 40 defendants have 
been personally identified by 
prosecution witnesses as having 
committed atrocities at Dachau.

Canada Continues Meat Rationing 
in Order to Aid England. 

OTTAWA, Nov. 24 (AP)—Can- 
ada will continue rationing of meat 
in order to continue shipments to 
Great Britain and the- European 
continent despite the end of ra- 
tioning in the United States, Prime 
Minister W. L. Mackenzie King 
said yesterday. 

Canadians’ meat ration is about 
two pounds a person each week. 
Butter also is rationed at the rate 
of one-half pound weekly. 


1000 FORMER NAZI AGENTS 
AMONG GERMANS IN SPAIN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP) 
—State Department officials said 
today that investigation of a list 
of 9000 Germans living in Spain 
showed that at least 1000 are for- 
mer Nazi agents. The list still 
is being checked, the officials told 
a reporter in response to a query. 

They disclosed that a mass of 
German documents found in the 
Reich are being translated and 
analyzed to ferret out details on 
the extent to which the Franco 
government in Spain collaborated 
with the Axis. 

One official said that the docu- 
ments, amounting to thousands of 


pages, “merely underline the no-, 


torious fact that Franco collabo- 
rated with the Axis.” 
Department officials told re- 
porters that American broadcasts 
directed toward Spain are now 
carrying editorials and other ma- 
terial critical of Generalissimo 
Franco’s government to try to 
impress on the Spanish people 
this country’s view of Franco,

BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 24 (AP)

The other Churchill message 
read to the committee was iden- 
tified as the Prime Minister’s re- 
ply to a proposed “modus vivendi” 
which has been considered for of- 
fering to Japan. 

This proposal, a sort of way-to- 
get-along-together idea to forestall 
war, was considered here, but nev- 
er given the Japanese, previous 
witnesses have testified. 

Concern About China, 

Welles and former Secretary of 
State Hull said yesterday that it 
was feared the effect on China 
would-be bad. Churchill’s message 
exhibited anxiety on this. 

The message also was routed 
through Winant and the Secretary 
of State to the President. It said: 

“Your message about Japan re- 
ceived tonight. Also full accounts 
from Lord Halifax of discussions 
and your counter-project to Japan 
on which Foreign Secretary has 
sent some comments. Of course, 
it is for you to handle this busi- 
ness and we certainly do not want 
an additional war. There is only 
one point that disquiets us. What 
about Chiang Kai-shek? Is _ he 
not having a very thin diet? Our 
anxiety is about China, If they 
collapse our joint dangers would 
enormously increase. We are sure 
that the regard of the United 
States for the Chinese cause will 
govern your action. We feel that 
the Japanese are most unsure of 
themselves,” 


Joseph C, Grew, ambassador to 
Japan at the time war started and 
later under secretary of state, will 
follow Welles as a witness. Hull 
is to return Monday. 

Drafted Post-Charter Warning. 

Under Ferguson’s questioning, 
Welles related that he returned 
from the Atlantic’ Charter meet- 
ing in August 1941, two days be- 
fore the President, and drafted 
a proposed warning to Japan. 

Roosevelt and Churchill had 
reached an understanding at their 
meeting that each nation would 
give Japan such notice. 

Roosevelt returned Aug. 17, 
1941, and the same day made to 
Japanese Ambassador Nomura 
what Welles termed a “watered- 
down” statement, Eliminated from 
the earlier draft was a reference 
to “the possibility that such fur- 
ther steps (aggression) may lead 
to conflict.” 

Welles said he thought that 
was removed because the United 
States was prepared to begin 
negotiations with Japan. a 

“Tt did not alter the purport, 
Welles volunteered. 

Not An Agreement. 

When Ferguson referred to the 
Churchill - Roosevelt understand- 
ing for “parallel action” as an 
“agreement,” Welles protested 
that it was not an agreement. 

“It was a promise by the Presi- 
dent to the Prime Minister that 
this country would make a 
declaration to Japan,” he said. 

Ferguson asked why, in a mes- 
sage to Congress Aug. 21, 1941, 
reference to the parallel action 
“was omitted.” 

Welles recalled that American 
officials were trying to start nego- 
tiations with the Japanese again 
to prevent war and it was felt 
“publication would not be con- 
ducive to successful results.” He 
said public opinion in Japan would 
“have been inflamed.” 

“Then it was not made public 
to the people or Congress before 
Pearl Harbor?” Ferguson asked. 

“Ror the reasons I’ve given,’ 
Welles replied. 

Ferguson asked whether Adm. 
Husband E. Kimmel or Gen, Wal- 
ter C. Short, commanders at 
Pearl Harbor, knew of the prom- 
ise. Welles replied he had no way 
of knowing that, 

Envoys’ Parallel Action. 

Ferguson presented a photostat 
of the New York Times for Aug. 
13, 1941, which carried a Tokyo 
story telling of joint action by the 
British and American ambas- 
sadors in telling Japan that in a 
threat to the independence of 
Thailand, Britain and the United 
States would immediately meet 
any steps Japan might take 
“move for move.” 

He asked Welles how he could 
account for “the fact that paral- 
lel action” was being taken that 
early. 

Welles said that it had been the 
policy for this government to take 
parallel action in cases affecting 
nations resisting aggression. 

Ferguson also read from a 
Times’ article of Jan. 27, 1942, 
dealing with a Churchill speech in 
the House of Commons, This ac- 
count referred to talks Churchill 
was said to have had with Roose- 
velt at the Atlantic Charter meet- 
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ing’ when the Prime Minister said 
he was assured that this country, 
even if not attacked, would go into 
the war in the Far East. 

Welles said that at no time had 
he heard of such a discussion. 


a Agreement on Joint Action. 


Ferguson quoted Gen. George C. 
Marshall, army chief of staff, as 
telling an Army board of inquiry 
Oct. 22, 1944, that United States, 
British and Dutch military forces 
had agreed that joint military 
action should be taken only in 
event Japan attacked territory of 
the United States, the British 
commonwealth, or The Nether- 
lands East Indies, moved into 
Thailand, Timor, New Caledonia, 
or the Loyalty islands or moved 
forces west of 100 degrees east or 
south of 10 degrees north. 

“Are you familiar with that 
agreement?” Ferguson asked. 

When Welles said he knew noth- 
ing of it, Ferguson demanded: 


Welles Acted as “Mouthpiece.” 


“How could you carry on your 
duties as Acting Secretary of State 
without such information?” Welles 
was acting secretary at brief pe- 
riods in 1941 when Hull was ill. 

Welles replied that he simply 
acted as a “mouthpiece” for the 
President or Hull. 

Reverting to the Aug. 17 warn- 
ing to Japan, Ferguson asked 
what it meant. 

“I think, Senator,” Welles re- 
plied, “that in essence it means 
that the United States had felt 
for some time that the course 
being pursued by Japan threat- 
ened the legitimate interests of 
the United States and the safety 
of the United States and that if 
Japan persisted in that course the 
United States, in self-defense, 
would be required to try to stop 
it.” 


Tip on Jap Ship Movements. 


Ferguson remarked that the 
committee had been given a mes- 
sage from the British Admiralty 
to this country Dec. 6, 1941, re- 
porting Japanese transports and 
warships were moving south off 
Cambodia. 

“Why should they notify us 
about these ships if we didn’t 
have an agreement?” he asked. 

Welles said he thought the Brit- 
ish would have informed this coun- 
try without an agreement. 

Walker Negotiated With Japs. 

Welles said it was his under- 
standing that former Postmaster 
General Frank Walker negotiated 
with Japanese “peace envoys” be- 
fore Pearl Harbor. 

“Whom was Mr. Walker nego- 
tiating with?” Ferguson asked. 

“I think with Nomura and Ku- 
rusu,” was the reply, referring to 
envoys Kichisaburo Nomura and 
Saburo Kurusu, 

“Did Walker ever confer 
you?” 

“Not at any time.” 

“Was there anyone else—did you 
ever hear the name of Jones—the 
Rev. Stanley Jones?” 

“I never understood that he 
took any such part,” Welles re- 
plied. Jones was not further 
identified, 


Ferguson later told reporters, in 
response to queries, that the Rev. 
Mr. Jones was a Methodist bishop. 
(He was once elected a bishop but 
declined the post.) Ferguson de- 
clined to give any further infor- 
mation about his line of question- 
ing. 

Welles Expected Hostilities. 

Welles told the committee -that 
‘it had seemed to me from the 
middie of September that there 
was the remotest possible chance 
oof peaceful settlement and that 
hostilities would probably be in- 
evitable.” 


An intercepted message from 
the Japanese envoys to Tokyo has 
been placed in the records, sent 
the day before Pearl Harbor, say- 
inf that they had been conducting 
negotiations with “influential” in- 
dividuals behind their “frontal 
negotiations” with Hull and the 
President. 

This message referred to a cabi- 
net official and others not identi- 
fied, and urged that the reference 
to outside negotiations be kept 
secret because it was a delicate 
matter ini view of the State De- 
partment’s job.

SMASHED BY YANKS 


M’Arthur Orders Destruction 


to Prevent Use in 
Atomic Research.

TOKYO, Nov. 24 (AP)—Japan 
was stricken from the field of 
atomic research today as Ameri- 
can soldiers armed with sledge 
hammers and blow torches sud- 
denly started the destruction of 
five cyclotrons—one of them a 200- 
ton giant made in the United 
States. 

The cyclotrons, ordered de- 
stroyed by General Douglas. Mac- 
Arthur in another blow at Ja- 
pan’s war-making potential, will 
be broken up and the pieces 
dumped into the sea. 

Two of them—the 200-ton ap- 
paratus bought in America 
through the assistance of Prof, 
Ernest O. Lawrence, noted Uni- 
versity of California physicist, and 
a smaller one—were in the lab- 
oratory of Dr. Toshio Nishina at 
Tokyo. 

Nishina, 55-year-old dean of 
Japan's nuclear physicists, was 
“heartbroken” when American of- 
ficers told him his huge cyclotron 
was to be demolished, the scien- 
tist’s secretary said. 

The secretary, Miss Sumiko 
Yokayamo, wept when she told of 
Nishina’s dismay. 

Officers explained that Nishina’s 
cyclotron already was obsolete 
for experimental purposes in the 
United States, and for that reason

Of the other cyclotrons, two 
small ones were at Osaka Im- 
perial University and the fifth at 
Kyoto Imperial University. 

American officials previously 
had taken over the Japanese lab- 
oratories and studied records of 
Nipponese research into atomic 
power, but not until 8:30 a. m. 
today did the Japanese govern- 
ment and the scientists learn the 
apparatus was to be destroyed. 

American scientists said Japan's 
progress toward developing the 
atomic bomb had been of no im-. 
portance. Japanese scientists ex- 
plained that Nipponese militarists 
had shown little interest in the 
destructive potentialities of the 
atom until too late,

If Russia does not go along, 
he said, the rest of the world 
must not “return unilateral ac- 
tion with unilateral action.” 

“Even the atomic bomb, tempo- 
rarily in our possession, shall not 
be used to compel action in ac- 
cord with our wishes,” he de- 
clared. 

He said that if any nation did 
not join in the effort, the rest of 
the world would have to go ahead, 
leaving out the nation that re- 
fused. 

“The progress of mankind shall 
not be halted by recalcitrant peo- 
ple anywhere,” he asserted. 
Fulbright Raps Foreign Policy. 


In a radio address last night, 
Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, called for changes in the 
United Nations Charter and criti- 
cized the Administration conduct 
of foreign relations. He said that 
a good starting point on the Char- 
ter would be the establishment of 
machinery to control armaments, 
including the atomic bomb. 

He asserted that such a provi- 
sion, coupled with abolition of the 
veto and delegation of rule-mak- 
ing powers to the organization 
would “go far toward . . crea- 
tion of rules of conduct applicable 
to all peoples.” 

Fulbright complained that the 
Government’s foreign policy is be- 
ing “improvised on the spur of the 
Moment” with apparently “no plan 
of action, no principles or convic- 
tions to guide us.” Such methods, 
he asserted, “can lead only to dis- 
aster.” 

“We have a choice between two 
policies, armed might and imperi- 
alism on the one hand or rules of 
law enforceable by the United Na- 
tions on the other,” he said. 


$300,000 HOME UNIT 
FOR WASHINGTON U. 


Apartment Building on Cam- 
pus to Provide Housing 
for Faculty. 


Plans for construction of a 
$300,009 apartment building on the 
campus of Washington Univer- 
sity to provide housing facilities 
for faculty members were an- 
nounced today by Douglas Martin, 
dean of men and director of. pub- 
lic relations for the university. 
It was anticipated the building 
would be ready for occupancy 
next fall. 

The building, which will contain 
69 units ranging from two to five 
rooms, ‘will be erected on Milbrook 
boulevard, east of Big Bend 
boulevard. It will be north of the 
university's field house, 

Preliminary plans, prepared by 
Preston Bradshaw, architect, pro- 
vide for four five-room units, 10 
four-room units, 25 three-room 
apartments and 30 two-room units. 
Construction of the building will 
begin as soon as outside financing 
has been arranged and the final 
program approved by directors of 
Washington University. 

Martin pointed out that it was 
anticipated that the faculty apart- 
ment house would relieve an 
“acute housing shortage” at the 
university. Increased enrollments, 
it was pointed out, not only have 
taxed dormitory capacity, but 
have caused some faculty mem- 
bers to share dormitory facilities 
ordinarily reserved for students. 

“We are also erecting the build- 
ing,” Martin said, “because of the 
embarrassment occasioned when 
we talk to people we want to 
bring here as members of our 
faculty. We are forced now to tell 
them that suitable living quarters 
are not available.”

Newark Plans to House Veterans 
In Trailers and Portable Homes 


New Jersey City Negotiating $1,000,000 
Loan With State—Gas Bills Carry Plea 
for Aid in Hunt for Quarters.

NEWARK, N.J., Nov. 24~< 
Plagued with a housing problem 
created by the influx of returning 
veterans, this city has sought tem- 
porary relief in a plan to import 
emergency trailers and portable 
houses formerly occupied by war 


plant workers in other’areas. An 
expenditure of $1,000,000 is con- 
templated, and it is expected that 
about 1000 units, trailers and 
houses in suitable proportion, will 
be made available to veterans and 
families. 

The dwellings are made avail- 
able by the Federal Public Hous- 
ing Authority at Washington. 
Estimated cost of shipping and re- 
assembling the houses is about 
$2000 each but with the judicious 
allotment of trailers it is expect- 
ed that the average cost will not 
exceed $1000 a unit. Rentals will 
be directed only at part recovery 
by the city of the cost of the op- 
eration. Th® City Commission, a 
corresponding body to the Board 
of Aldermen in St. Louis, is ne- 
gotiating a $1,000,000 loan’ with 
state authorities. 

As another stopgap measure 
pending permanent relief by new 
construction in the spring, New- 
ark and neighboring towns in Es- 
sex county have begun an inten- 
sive campaign to explore every 
nook and corner that might be 
utilized as a home by the veteran. 

Note to “Dear Neighbor.” 

Self-addressed, postage-free 
cards, bearing the following le- 
gend, are being inclosed for this 
and next month with each of 
about 100,000 gas and electric bills 
received in Newark: 

“Dear Neighbor: As you know, 
there exists a great shortage of 
housing accommodations for re- 
turning veterans. Every effort is 
being made to assist them in re- 
establishing their homes. Won't 
you please co-operate by complet- 
ing the attached card and then 
promptly mailing it? Newark De- 
fense Council.” 

The questionnaire seeks infor- 
mation as to type of building and 
vacant rooms available to veterans 
and opinion as to converting the 
property to accommodate addition- 
al families. In the latter event, 
Fowners will be assisted to the ex- 
tent limited materials permit. 

About 30,000 similar messages 
are being circulated voluntarily 
by postmen this month in Orange, 
East Orange and West Orange. 
The mayor of Nutley has mailed 
about 5000 at city expense. At 
Bloomfield more than 10,000 are 
being delivered by members of 
the police and fire departments. 
Boy and girl scouts at Belle- 
ville are distributing an equal 
number. The communities are 
all within the Newark metropoli- 
tan area, 


The population of Newark Is 
about 450,000, about the same as 
before the services began to draw 
off many citizens. Wartime ar- 
rivals have just about balanced 
departures and returning veter- 
ans are finding the town as tight- 
ly packed as before they left. 
It is estimated roughly that more 
than 3000 service men, some with 
families,- are in immediate need 
of housing and that in a_six- 
month interval the figure will 
increase to almost 9000. Sta- 
tistics published Nov. 8 disclosed 
that of 107,297 Essex county men 
in service only 18,445 had been 
discharged. 

No marked withdrawal of war 
plant employes has tended to re- 
lieve the emergency as in many 
other communities. For exam- 
ple, several low-rent government 
housing projects for war workers 
have total capacity of 828 fami- 
lies. There have been only 40 
removals since V-J day and not 
one in the last six weeks. An 
additional development of this na- 
ture will not be complete until 
spring, when it will permit oc- 
cupancy by 275 veterans. 

The Newark plan to establish 
temporary homes for veterans in 
demountable houses and trailers 
provides for use of 36 acres of 
city-owned property as a site for 
the development. Should this 
prove insufficient, public-minded 
land-owners will be requested to 
contribute the use of vacant lots 
and other areas for the purpose. 

Some opposition to the plan has 
been voiced by residents near the 
proposed site of the development; 
other dissenting voices have in- 
cluded those of spokesmen for 
veterans’ groups who expressed 
preference for more permanent 
construction even for emergency 
housing. 


Need and the Outlook. 


Frank Wenrich, executive direc- 
tor of the Newark Housing Au- 
thority and president-elect of the 
National Association of Housing 
Officials, said that the only reply 
to the immediate need was (1) to 
bring in portable housing units 
and trailers for temporary relief, 
(2) to use extra rooms in houses 
where it can be done without ex- 
tensive remodeling, (3) to begin a 
program of public and private 
building. Only the first two al- 
ternatives are open for immediate 
action, : 

Newark housing experts assert 
that the city can not expect to ob- 
tain adequate housing in less than 
three to five years after building 
begins. Newark’s expressed in- 
tention to meet the exigency with 
trailers and portabie or demount- 
able houses has been approved by 
John A. Kervic, regional director 
of the FPHA, With approval of 
the state of the $1,000,000 loan to 
the city, Mayor Vincent Murphy 
is prepared to order 300 trailers 
and 180 portable homes, at an 
estimated cost of $417,000,

Fears Appeasement of Russia 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I, like thousands of other Americans, 
have become greatly concerned and 
alarmed by the turn that world affairs 
have taken recently. My chief concern 
is the attitude that Russia has taken on 
many matters, 

During the war we furnished much 
material to her and made many conces- 
sions. This was in our own interests 
and those of our allies, because she was 
bearing the brunt of the fighting against 
Germany. From accounts that I have 
read in the papers, even at the time 
when Russia was greatly dependent upon 
us, she would not take us as completely 
into her confidence as we would her into 
ours. Correspondents were not permit- 
ted to see front-line fighting, and we 
did not share Russia’s confidence in 
many military matters. Yet all of this 
Was overlooked in the interest of har- 
mony to accomplish a United Nations 
victory. 

Since that time, many disagreements 
have arisen, These are inevitable, par- 
ticularly when our forms of governments 
and the types of free expression are 
compared. The hope and prayer of every 
thinking civiilzed human being is toward 
permanent peace, and it is understand- 
able that to obtain this objective all na- 
tions must give and take, 

However, I object most strenuously to 
a policy .which makes it necessary for 
us, the most powerful nation in the 
world, to make all the concessions, some 
of them even approaching a policy of

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Why No Krupp Indictment? 

The case so carefully built up against the 
Nazi conspirators is being unfolded step by step 
at the Nuernberg trial, and the first sessions 
have tied big German industry squarely into 
the picture of the world plot for murder and 
conquest. This phase of the trial is likely to be 
lost motion, however, because of the strange fact 
that no representative of those stanch Nazi sup- 
porters and allies, the German industrialists, is 
on trial before the international court. 

The omission results from the fact that a 
postponement was granted to the indicted Gus- 
tav Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach because ‘of 
illness, followed by the failure of the interna- 
tional tribunal to accept the suggestion for ac- 
tion against his son, Alfried. The elder Krupp’s 
affliction is mental senility. As physicians say 
he cannot recover, he will never be tried. Then 
why is the younger Krupp, sole owner of the 
munitions plants and long their manager, not 
being brought to trial? 

This question is haunting the Nuernberg trial 
like Banquo’s ghost, says Richard L. Stokes in 
a dispatch to this newspaper. Of course, the 
point was raised by legalistic hair-splitters that 
one man should not be tried for the alleged 
crimes of another, but this ordinarily sound prin- 
ciple does not hold in the war-crimes trial. 


These men are not being tried entirely as in- 


dividuals. They are being tried as representa- 
tives of the varied groups that built the Nazi 
war machine and ordered the ghastly crimes it 
inflicted upon Europe’s peoples. The roll call of 
the 20 on trial covers the various categories 
of the Nazi system—Army, Navy, Luftwaffe, 
propaganda, finance, diplomacy, anti-Semitic ac- 
tion, youth control, labor control, and so on. The 
only phase lacking is the highly important one 
of heavy industry, thanks to the fiasco on the 
Krupp indictment. 

Alfried Krupp, head of the firm, would have 
been a logical defendant, not as a substitute for 
his father, but as a war plotter in his own right. 
Furthermore, there is the point made by Justice 
Jackson, the American prosecutor, that Alfried 
Krupp is still young enough to be a potential 
menace to world peace. 

Yet, because the British objected to his in- 
dictment, the wishes of the Americans, French 
and Russians were set aside, and a decision on 
trying him was pigeon-holed. 

This brings up an ugly report mentioned in 
Mr. Stokes’s dispatch: that the British want Al- 
fried Krupp’s help in reorganizing the family’s 
plants, which are in Britain’s zone of control. 
It brings up an even uglier report: that the in- 
ternational war-makers, with ramifications across 
enemy lines, have succeeded in winning im- 
munity not only for both Krupps, but for IG 
Farben, the great Chemical Trust, which also 
is not represented at the trial. 

The elder Krupp’s hopeless condition was 
known five months ago. There was ample time 
before the trial to decide whether he or his son 
should be indicted. What sinister forces brought 
about the delay, and the present status of im- 
munity for the notorious war-making dynasty? 
Have the “merchants of death” again shown their 
power, even against an international court set 
up to represent decent society in bringing his- 
tory’s most notorious criminals to justice? 

Without action against the Krupps and the 
clique they represent, the work of the tribunal 
will be incomplete, and a cloud will hang over 
its functioning. Dare the court leave this im- 
portant piece of business undone? —

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Bevin’s Resolute Policy on Greece 
Ernest Bevin’s foreign policy delineations, of 


. which there have been two, have had little solid 


content. This is partly because he lacks grasp, 
being new to the role of skipper on international 
seas. It is partly that he is so careful to bal- 
ance between tough talk to Russia and profes- 
sions of friendliness to Russia that the effect is 
unrealistically neutral. 

In the main, however, Mr. Bevin seems to be 
wearing his coalition clothes in Labor Govern- 
ment councils, and still following Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Eden. The best thing about Mr. Bevin’s 
speeches, taken by themselves, are the pleas for 
“face-up” cards on the table and, yesterday, for 
“aboveboard” and suspicion-free international re- 
lations. Left in context, however, they savor 
of demands on Russia rather than signs of a co- 
operative spirit. 

So it is heartening to see Mr. Bevin taking a 
resolute stand against the former Prime Min- 
ister over the question of a Greek plebiscite on 
the monarchy. Here is the first sign of an in- 
dependent and more democratic British foreign 
policy line than that of the coalition years. 

The Churchill Government used a heavy hand 
in Greece against free expression of the popular 
will and in favor of reactionary elements. Mr. 
Bevin inherited a serious problem as a result 
of British intervention last winter. Because the 
Right is unrepresentative, no stable government 
can be formed. 

Greek royalists are eager for a plebiscite while 
their power is fairly certain. Bevin plans to post- 
pone the vote on King George’s return for at 
least three years, but Churchill and Eden con- 
sider this a violation of their pledge to the in- 
competent King. Bevin considers any other course 
a violation of democratic aspirations in Greece. 
Certainly nothing should stand in the way of 
opening Hellenic ballot boxes to other elections, 
but there is no justice in deciding the monarchial 
issue on the basis of a vote carefully rigged in 
its favor. 

Perhaps success with this departure from the 
often dubious course steered by his predeces- 
sors will encourage the new Foreign Minister 
to other adventures in independence. He lacks 
Mr. Eden’s experience and suavity. But he might 
at least bring to his task, if he- will, some re- 
freshing deviations from the Tory point of view. 
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Speaking of Bridges 

The United States wants to be a bridge be- 
tween Britain and Russia, Russia wants to be a 
bridge between Britain and the United States, 
and now it develops that France wants to be a 
bridge between Russia and the United States. 
Bridges across the sea, apparently, are proving 
one of the worst obstacles to hands across it.

“There are 188 local governments in St. Louis 
County,” writes the Governmental Research In- 
stitute in a bulletin issued this week. There, in 
one figure, is a prima facie case for radical re- 
form in St. Louis County government. 

In recent years, large areas of the county have 
become highly urbanized. The need for corre- 
sponding changes in government, however, has 
been met piecemeal, leaving great disorder 
today. Segments here and there, some of them 
uneconomically small, have become municipali- 
ties. Other segments, drawn on entirely differ- 
ent geographical lines, have become school, 
sewer, water-supply, fire-protection and drain- 
age districts. 

All this duplication and overlapping is pro- 
foundly wasteful. Adequately serviced areas 
have to pay too much for services. Other areas 
have less public service than they need and 
could actually pay for. Wellston, for example, 
has the physical characteristics of St. Louis, 
which it adjoins. But. Wellston is ruled from 
Jefferson City, and it cannot even obtain a sewer 
system needed to protect the health of residents 
there and in neighboring communities. 

Fortunately, the means of reform are at last 
made optionally available in the new Constitu- 
tion. Given the power, the one all-embracing 
government in the area—the county government 
—could assume almost any public service func- 
tion the people want to give it. It could be- 
come, in effect, the hired servant of the smaller 
governments, many of which could then descend 
to “paper” status or close out entirely, 

The first step is a demand by the county's 
residents for a home-rule charter. Certainly 
that is a piece of business in which every tax- 


payer—which means, directly or at one remove, 


every county resident—should be concerning 
himself, 
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A Booster Invasion of Britain 

The solemnity that has surrounded everything 
connected with the United Nations Organization 
is stirred now by a breath of fresh air, The 
breeze is straight off Lake Michigan,.and the 
event is the arrival in London of a team of red- 
hot Chicago lobbyists ‘to sell the world on lo- 
cating its capital in Illinois. 

The boosters, backed by the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce and seconded by the formid- 
able Mayor Kelly in person, have with them all 
the latest paraphernalia of persuasion—charts, 
graphs, art, literature and movies. How England 
and the representatives of other older, more se- 
date cultures will take this invasion remains to 
be seen. Bu@ the sharp crack of the adman’s 
slogan and the soft voice of the press agent are 
heard in the land.

Who 
can say what vistas the new approach might 
open? When the old world gets the drift, may 
not the Kremlin woo us movingly with display 
ads in full color and the English sell us solid 
with a smart campaign of cheesecake? 
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Each of our major political parties seems to 
have got hold of the idea, at about the same 
time, that Pearl Harbor would be a nice con-

From Broadcasting 


If everything that has been said in con- 
demnation of the radio commercial during 
the last twelvemonth could be added to- 
gether, it shouldn't be. 


Chairman Porter and Commissioner Durr 
of the FCC have spoken with verve on the 
subject. Some of what has been said has 
been only provoking, and some admittedly 
has been provocative. Newspapers have 
been anxious to take up the cause, some 
altruistically and others with motives less 


laudable. 


But in all this hail and hell-fire of ver- 
biage, there has been hardly a solemn 
whisper out of the working broadcaster 
himself. This could impel several conclu- 
sions, all so obvious that they need no de- 
lineation here—for now at least one work- 
ing mikeman is on the record. 


He is Bryson Rash, special events direc- 
tor of WMAL, Washington, who, avoca- 
tionally, writes a radio column for the 
Washington Evening Star, licensee of 
WMAL. In such a commentary on Oct. 21, 
Mr. Rash describes a scene at his home 
when he was listening to the radio. 


A Low Punch 


The program he described as “pleasant” 
—and it is apparent from his commentary 
that he was lulled into a feeling of serenity 
such as attends a lingering inspection of a 
beautiful painting. One can visualize his 
chagrined surprise when there issued from 
his loudspeaker a concluding message for 
the sponsor sung “in pseudo hilly-billy” 
fashion by a trio. 


This, Mr. Rash explained, was a “hitch- 
hike’—“an announcement appended to a 
program to extol the virtues of another 
product made by the same sponsor.” Mr. 
Rash concluded, “The hitch-hike announce- 
ment is a trick method of punching a com- 
mercial message across to a radio audience 
lulled into security by a pleasant radio pro- 
gram. It is not good radio. Radio can do 


better than that, it does— 


soon.”

That’s not the comment of a newspaper 
editor made under the urging of his busi- 
ness department; it is not the observation 
of a Government executive. It’s a toiler in 
the craft speaking—one whose experience 
in the art has covered long years, one 
whose devotion to its future is sincere and 
believable. At this point, it is time to sit 
up and take notice. 


Are radio’s commercial practices objec- 
tionable? Are there abuses beyond the 
marginal number that attend all human 
endeavor? 


Challenge to Broadcasters 


America has the greatest broadcasting 
system in the world, offering the most ex- 
travagant display of entertainment and ed- 
ucation in our modern civilization. Can 
this, the system that makes the product 
possible, be imperiled by careless commer- 
cial practices? 


It can be, and will be, if Mr. Rash’s ob- 
servations in a widely read newspaper find 
favor with the people. If the listeners be- 
lieve as does Mr. Rash, and as do Mr. Por- 
ter and’ Mr. Durr and some others in high 
places, then ‘we cannot be oblivious. 


National Radio Week has just been dedi- 
cated to 25 years of broadcasting in Amer- 
ica. Rededicate it to better broadcasting 
tomorrow, better broadcasting on a sound 
commercial foundation. And remember 
that foundation is laid with care, that each 
brick has its prescribed size and its pre- 
scribed place—and that the whole can fall 
of its own weight if one brick is out of 
balance with the others. 

We don’t like to get exactly poetic about 
this brick analogy, but maybe some of 
these critics are heaving a few at us that 
we can use in strengthening that founda- 
tion—if we dodge the bad ones and catch 
the good ones. 


Delay in Release of Service Doctors 


From the Washington Post 


No civilian will contest the Army’s right 
to priority in respect to the services of 
medical men to the full extent that they 
are needed. Nevertheless, charges that the 
Army has hoarded doctors have been so 
frequent—and so frequently substantiated— 
that Senator Johnson’s recent complaint 
merits serious consideration. 

He asserted in a Senate Military Affairs 
Subcommittee hearing that the Army is 
taking “a leisurely attitude” toward releas- 
ing doctors not now actively needed for 
the care of men in uniform. 

We should think it obvious that the end 
of the war would lessen the Army’s need 
for medical men, and equally obvious that 
their release should be as speedy as is con- 
sistent with military needs. 


According to testimony at the subcom- 
mittee hearings, the Army, Navy and Vet- 
erans’ Administration now have about 60,- 
000 doctors, compared with 74,000 in active 
civilian practice. The doctors left at home 
have rendered heroic service, taxing them- 
selves often to the limit of their capacities 
to meet public demands. Even so, in most 
communities medical care has been danger- 
ously inadequate, 

The need for doctors at home is indis- 
putably real. That it is subordinate to the 
Army’s need does not mean that there is 
any warrant for ignoring it. Civilian health 
is a very vital adjunct of military strength. 

The Senate subcommittee’s prodding of 


the military authorities in this connection 


seems altogether salutary.

Discovery of Anesthesia 


Marked by Lengthy Feud 


(Pren- 


“Man Against Pain,’’ by Howard Riley Raper. 
tice-Hall, New York.) 


The public has been cntiiaaak by De 
Kruif and other writers to think of medi- 
cal research as a sort of monastic conse- 
cration. The picture is one of silent white- 
clad figures working in obscure labora- 
tories, never announcing a finding until it 
has been tested beyond the last possible 
doubt, 

This account of the discovery of anes- 


’ thesia may therefore come as a shock. For 


the story of how surgery without pain be- 
came possible, one of the earliest and great- 
est American achievements in medicine, is 
certainly a shabby one. 

According to Raper’s account, the first 
conscious use of an anesthetic was by Hor- 
ace Wells, a Hartford (Conn.) dentist, in 
1844. Wells, realizing the importance of 
his discovery, rushed to Boston to demon- 
strate it at the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. Unfortunately, the anesthetic was 
removed too soon, the patient groaned and 
Wells was laughed down. 

. . + 


Nevertheless, he continued to use anes 
thetics, and one of his patients told another 
dentist, William T. G. Morton, how Wells 
had extracted a tooth without pain. Mor- 
ton, previously informed by Wells of the 
experimentation, became interested. Un- 
able to obtain nitrous oxide—Wells’s agent 
—he used ether, on the suggestion of a 
Boston scientist, Charles T. Jackson, Mor- 
ton had better luck than Wells. His dem- 
onstration was a complete success. 

There followed 20 years of recriminations, 
law suits and debate. Morton at first re- 
fused to admit that ether was his anes- 
thetic; he colored it and called it by the 
classical name of Letheon. Later, he and 
Jackson patented the discovery. Then Mor- 
ton and Jackson fell out, and engaged in 
a war of pamphlets. Morton asked Con- 
gress for $100,000 as a reward. The law 
suit dragged on until 1863 before it was 
finally dropped. Wells, broken in health 
and half-mad from _ self-experimentation 
with anesthetics, meanwhile had landed in 
a New York jail and committed suicide. 


* * + 


Still another contestant appeared. Craw- 
ford Long, a Georgia doctor, had performed 
minor operations under ether as early as 
1842. He apparently did not realize the 
importance of his experiments and said 
nothing about them until after Morton’s 
demonstration had received world-wide at- 
tention. Three-quarters of a century later, 
his descendants, backed by Southern re- 
gional patriotism, began to push his cause 
aggressively. In 1940 a memorial postage 
stamp was issued in Long’s honor. 

Despite occasiona] colloquialisms, the 
author sounds authoritative and convinc- 
ing. In addition to the story of the dis- 
covery, the book contains interesting ma- 
terial about the background of anesthetics 
and their current development.

If Churchill praised the martial glories of Soviet Russia and | ™ 


the leadership of Generalissimo Stalin, he made it abundantly clear, 
firat, that he does not trust Russia; second, that he has not much 


confidence in the United Nations 


Organization, and, third, that he 


is not in favor of giving up a policy of secrecy about the atomic 


bomb. 

It was, indeed, almost startling 
to hear him emphasize his hope 
that scientists violating this se- 
crecy should be punished with the 
utmost rigor of the law. He 
seemed to feel that the only hope 
left for the world was a strong 
Anglo-American alliance fortified 
with a good collection of atomic 
bombs to use against possible op- 
ponents. 

It was a gloomy speech, uncon- 
structive, full of an implied poli- 
tics which thought little of any- 
thihg save in terms of power. 
On a half dozen outstanding issues 
which cry for clarification—the 
Allied policy in Germany, the fu- 
ture in Japan, the very grave 
Indonesian problems, the Spanish 
problem, that Greek problem which 
is so largely of Churchill's own 
making—he said no word, 

It was a speech by the Church- 
ill to whom we were accustomed 
in the early years after the first 
World War rather than by the 
Churchill of 1940-41, when he stood 
out so superbly as the noble em- 
bodiment of the will to live.

Bevin's reply was a speech of 
great importance, to which I hope 
there will be a speedy response 
from Russia. I very deeply regret 
his attempt to depreciate the sig-

I note with gratitude Bevin’s 
emphasis that the new world or- 
ganization must be made to work 
as the primary principle of his 
policy. That was a healthy and 
useful sign that he approaches 
the matter in a widely different 
spirit from that of Churchill. 

I am myself glad and grateful 
that Bevin voiced so frankly his 
attitude to the Soviet Union. I do 
not share his outlook, nor do 
many of my friends in the Labor 
Party. But I think that he, and 
we, are entitled to a far more 
precise definition of Soviet ob- 
jectives than we have been given. 

Molotov’s Moscow speech suf- 
fered, I suggest, from all the 
weaknesses of President Truman’s 
Navy day address. It was full of 
large general principles, so many 
of which were truisms that it 
was difficult to be sure what Molo- 
tov really wanted in any con- 
crete way. | 

Especially to those in the Labor 
party who regard Anglo-Russian 
unity as vital, who want the 20- 
year treaty negotiated by Eden to 
be more than a form of words, 
certain questions keep on emerg- 
ing to whjch it is very difficult 
not to know tie answers. 


Questions to Russia, 


The questions are these: 

1. Are there any more territorial 
adjustments desired by Russia? 
If so, what are these adjustments, 
and on what grounds are they 
sought? 

2. If Russia is entitled to make 
a series of treaties, economic or 
political, with states it regards as 
friendly té Ttse¥f, why is not Great 
Britain entitled to make a series 
of treaties on a similar basis? 

3. Why is the formation of an 
Eastern bloc by Russia unexcep- 
tionable, while the formation of a 
Western bloc is to be regarded as 


a threat to peace? 
Nations Organization made, after 
all, provision for regional agree- 
ments. 

4. Is not then the proper place 
for the registration and discussion 
of these agreements in the Coun- 
cil and Assembly of that body? 

5. Cannot Russia realize that 
there is no influence in the Labor 
Party which counts which is not 
eager for friendliness with its 
Government, but is hampered and 
hindered at every turn by the sus- 
picion with which Russia looks up- 
on men and movements within the 
party which seek for real under- 
standing? 


Moscow’s Secret Motives. 


Finally, cannot the Russian Gov- 
ernment recognize once and for 
all that a Labor Government could 
not survive which was party to 
an anti-Russian conspiracy? It is 
because the premises on which 
Russia acts are concealed even 
from its friends that many of 
them are bewildered at the close 
and suspicious scrutiny to which 
their simplest words and actions 
are subjected. To this must be 
added the curious fondness of the 
Communist parties abroad for at 
tacking those most anxious for 
that very working-class unity in 
Europe they insist they desire to 
promote, 

While Stalin is discussing these 
matters at the highest level, I 
hope he will remember that the 
surest way to mobilize interna- 
tional public opinion against re- 
action in all its forms is to insist, 
as he himself told the British 
parliamentary delegation this 
spring, on real frankness. This 
real frankness has not come into 


rbeing on any government side. 


There have been bad blunders in 
Washington. Byrnes, on Oct. 25, 
had to correct a devastating 
blunder of the State Department 
about the Russian demand for a 
Control Commission in Japan. 

There have been bad blunders in 
London. Anglo - Greek relations, 
and the unhappy maintenance of 
recognition for Franco Spain are 
examples on the level of decision; 
and Churchill’s speech of Nov. 7, 
on the level of discussion. 


Will Stalin Speak Out? 


But there have been bad blun- 
ders in Moscow, too. Unilateral 
treaties like that made with Hun- 
gary, the failure to realize that a 
Socialist Government in London 
is a different thing from a 
Churchill Government, these also 
are bad blunders. 

Russia is now, in every sense of 
the word, a great leader among 
the nations—its potential influence 
for good is enormous. The most 
helpful thing it can do at this 
juncture is to help its friends to 
explain its policy. Molotov did not 
do that in his speech to the Mos- 
cow Soviet. 

I write as a firm friend of 
Anglo-Soviet unity when I say that 
the fuller and more concrete the 
explanation of Soviet policy, the 
swifter will that unity be realized. 
We are in too critical a situation 
to have ominous silence where 
there could be helpful speech. I 
hope Stalin will speak simply and 
forthrightly, without delay. It is 
time we began seriously to build 
the peace. We are not given geo- 
logical time in the hard task of 
reconstruction,

The visitors from London last 
week commented on this fact in 
private conversation. They wanted 
to know whether it meant that 
Truman’s policy in the foreign 
field might fail of approval by 
Congress. Specifically, of course, 
they were worrying about the loan 
to Britain which the Administra- 
tion is negotiating. 

In any negotiation, a British 
Prime Minister has a great advan- 
tage over an American President. 
When the Prime Minister’s Gov- 
ernment sets a policy,git means 
that that policy will be accepted 
by a majority in Parliament. The 
Prime Minister stays in office only 
so long as he has a majority. 

Our President can make a deci- 
sion. But if Congress overrules 
him, as it very often does, he is 
helpiess. 


Hurt Feelings in Congress. 


President Truman’s position just 
now is extremely difficult. He is 
faced with what might almost be 
called a sit-down strike by Con- 
gress.. Messages and recommenda- 
tions—such as the one on health 
insurance—go up to the Hill, but 
nothing happens. 

Truman must take a share of 
the blame for this. At times he 
could have been more tactful. He 
has occasionally rushed in to fix 
policy on matters: still being 
studied by Congress. 

The statement on control of 
atomic energy is a case in point. 
It woula have been easy to have 
invited members of the Senate 
Atomic Committee to the White 
House 24 hours before the state- 
ment was given out. 

That would have made them fee! 
they were being consulted. Instead, 
they were summoned only a short 
time before reporters were called 
in for the announcement. There 
was resentment on that score. 

But, by and large, the blame for 


the stalemate does not belong on 
the White House doorstep. Tru- 
man is the victim of a combina- 
tion of circumstances. He is caught 
in the backlash of a terrible war. 
All the pent-up grievances and re- 
sentments tend to concentrate on 


dropped into the driver’s seat. 

It'is an unenviable position. The 
President must now and then have 
the feeling that he can do nothing 
without stirring up a hornet’s nest 
somewhere or other. 


The President’s Dilemma. 


He is condemned because he 
doesn’t take a firm hand with 
Congress. And he is condemned 
for trying to dictate to the law- 
makers in the fashion of his pre- 
decessor. 

The basic unfairness of much of 
this is ignored in the general 
misery and disorder that go with 
the effort to get back to some kind 
of peacetime existence. Part of it 
is a reaction to the “strong gov- 
ernment” inevitable in wartime. 
We want to relax and be left alone 
after years of tension and com- 
pulsion. 

It would be grand if everybody 
could go fishing for six months or 
a year. But it happens that vital 
tasks must be done unless we are 
to drift into a serious economic 
slump, ignoring our responsibilities 
at home and abroad. And that 
slump may come much more 
quickly than some of the optimists 
think. 

If the present mood persists, 
then voters in 1946 are likely to 
turn out the Democratic majority 
in the House in favor of the 
G.O.P. That happened in 1918 just 
as the war was ending. 

Congress cannot afford to sulk 
at this moment. The President is 
entitled to a chance to show what 
he can do. He deserves something 
besides sabotage from his own

Absurdity, Governor Says. 

Gov. Donnelly in his eight-page 
statement declared, “The mem- 
bers of a police department can- 
not serve two masters. Aside from 
the legal aspects, the unionization 
of a police force is bad public pol- 
icy. <A police force is an arm of 
the government sworn to protect, 
to uphold the law, prevent or con- 
trol disorder, protect life and prop- 
erty, and maintain the peace and 
security of the community. Or- 
ganizing such an arm of govern- 
ment into a labor union for the 
purpose. of collective bargaining 
with its employer, which is the 
government itself, is an absurdity.” 

He cited Missouri statutes mak- 
ing St. Louis policemen officers 
of the state, and went back to 
English common law to support 
his view that the sovereignty of 
the state must be protected by its 
officials. 

“A divided loyalty between a 
union and the state or municipal- 
ity which the police officers of St. 
Louis serve would be subversive 
of the public service and detrimen- 
tal to the general welfare,” he 
contended. 

Even if the police organized, 
they could not enjoy any of the 
ordinary fruits of unionization, be- 
cause their wages, hours and 
terms of employment are set by 
statute, he added. 

Statement by Union Head. 

Miller issued a statement in 
which he asserted the board’s 
3-to-1 vote against the union “is 
an attempt on the part of the 
board to frighten the policemen 
sufficiently to slow down or pos- 
sibly stop their. organizing ef- 
forts.” 

“The statement that the board 
will take immediate steps to en- 
force the rules (against unioniz- 
ing) is interesting, but I doubt if 
the board really means to attempt 
anything like that.” 

Pointing out that the Bill of 
Rights incorporated in the new 
State Constitution provides that 
“employes shall have the right to 
organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing,” he declared: “It 
appears that the board is taking 
on a very big contract denying 
citizens the very essence of the 
freedom guaranteed us in our 
Bill of Rights.” 

In his statement, the Governor 
pointed out the section of the 
Constitution which guarantees em- 
ployes’ right to organize does not 
specifically mention the state or 
its agencies, and stated: “It 
is a well-settled rule of statutory 
and constitutional construction 
that, unless an act or constitu- 
tional provision specifically men- 
tions the state and its political 
subdivisions, they should not be 
construed to include them.” 

Miller said members of the 
union had obtained a legal opin- 
ion from a local attorney assur- 
ing them they have the right to 
organize. “We think his opinion 
is just as good as that of any 
other attorney,” he said, ‘‘be- 
cause we are of the belief that 
the fact. an attorney is hired by 
a state, city or county is no in- 
dication his opinion is infallible. 
In other words, we think there 
are just as many attorneys’ opin- 
ions as there are attorneys.” 

Brought in Organizer. 

Taking cognizance of the 
charge that “outside influences” 
were responsible for starting the 
union, he stated that the national 
headquarters of the AFL Ameri- 
can Federation of te, County 
and Municipal Employes had sent 
an organizer here only in re- 
sponse to a request from a group 
of policemen, 

No unscrupulous tactics were 
used in the organizing work, Miller 
continued, declaring: “Indeed, 
Roderick MacDonalkd, the federa- 
tion representative, warned us 
against attempting to organize un- 
less we were sure that the over- 
whelming majority of the police 
were with us.” 

The union claims more than 
1000 paid-up members and some

Duties of Police, 


The Police Department of St. 
Louis is under the jurisdiction of 
a Board of Police, composed of 
the Mayor and four commission- 
ers appointed by the Governor, It 
is the duty of the board to pre- 
serve the public peace; prevent 
crime and arrest offenders; pro- 
tect the rights of persons and 
property; guard the public health; 
preserve order at every public 
election and at all public meetings 
and places, and on all public occa- 
jsions. To carry out these duties, 
and others, the board is authorized 
and required to appoint and em- 
ploy a permanent police force. 


The number of policemen is lim- 
ited by statute. The number of 
hours policenfen are required to 
work is fixed by statute at eight 
hours during any day of 24 hours, 
except in case of emergencies, to 
be determined by the board. The 
board is prohibited from hiring 
certain designated persons. The 
tenure of office of patrolmen and 
turnkeys is also fixed by statute. 
The number of officers and 
their rank is also specified by 
statute. Likewise the salaries of 
officers and patrolmen are fixed 
by statute, as is the manner of 
filling vacancies and the method 
of making promotions. 
The board is specifically au- 
thorized to make such rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with 
law, as it may judge necessary 
for the appointment, employment, 
uniforming, disciplining, trial and 
government of the police force, 
All lawful rules and regulations 
of the board are required to be 
obeyed by the police force on pain 
of dismissal or by suspension, fine, 
reduction or forfeiture of pay. The 
members of the board are re- 
quired to take an oath that they 
will, in no case, and under no 
pretext, appoint or remove any 
politeman or officer of police, or 
other person under them, for any 
cause or reason other than the 
fitness or unfitness of such a per- 
son, in the best judgment of such 
commissioners, 


Officers of State. 


Under Section 7711, Revised 
Statutes of Missouri, 1939, mem- 
bers of the police force of St, 
Louis are specifically declared to 
be officers of the State of Mis- 
souri as well as of the City of 
St. Louis. 

Pursuant to its authority to 
make rules, the board adopted 
what is designated in the manual 
of the Department of Police of 
St. Louis, as Sections 342, 343 and 
344, of rule 23. 

Section 342, among other things, 
prohibits members of the police 
department, under pain of dismis- 
sal, from participating in the or-

Functions of Union. 


The ordinary and accepted pur-| | 


pose for which any group of in- 
dividuals organize themselves 
into a trade union is to set up an 
agency to represent them before 
their employers. The principal 
functions of such agencies, so es- 
tablished, has been and is now to 
maintain or secure higher wages, 
shorter hours, a closed shop, the 
check-off system, and the exclu- 
sive right of bargaining collective- 
ly, through representatives of 
their own choosing. If bargaining 
fails, their only method of obtain- 
ing their demand is by strikes or 
the threat of strikes. 

From the above it is evident 
that a union of police officers 
could not obtain any of the legiti- 
mate and accepted aims of a 
union, Their salaries and hours of 
their working day are fixed by 
statutes. A closed shop would be 
denied them because the statutes 
provide the manner and method 
of selecting and appointing police 
employes and fix the qualifica- 
tions they must have, as well as 
their terms of office. 


The statutes specifically pro- 
hibit the board from employing or 
discharging any person for any 
reason other than the fitness or 
unfitness of such person. Collec- 
tive bargaining would also be de- 
nied the union of police officers. 


The police board would have no 
authority to change the wages or 
hours of employes, and it does 
not have authority to delegate or 
bargain away the powers given it 
by the statutes. The check-off 
system could not apply to such a 
union because neither the state 
nor local governments can be 
used as an agency for the collec- 
tion of private debts. 


Strike ‘Unthinkable.’ 


It is unthinkable that the right 
to strike to enforce demands 
could or would be exercised by a 
police department. Such a strike 
would be a rebellion against gov- 
ernment itself. 

It would certainly be a viola- 
tion of section 7700, Revised Stat- 
utes of Missouri, 1939, which pro- 
vides that if any person whatso- 
ever shall forcjply resist or ob- 
struct the execution or enforce- 
ment of any provisions of Article 
26, Chapter 38, Revised Statutes 
of Missouri, 1939, relating to po- 
lice departments in cities of the 
population of St. Louis, or shall 
hinder or obstruct the organiza- 
tion or maintenance of such 
Board of Police, organized and 
maintained ag provided in said 
article, or shall delay and hinder 
the due enforcement of the article 
by failing or neglecting to. per- 
form his duties as prescribed by 
the article, he shall be liable to 
a penalty of $1000, and shall for- 
ever thereafter be disqualified 
from holding any office or em- 
ployment whatsoever under the 
Mayor or Council of said city. 

As pointed out above, a union of 
employes of the Police Depart- 
ment of the City of St. Louis 
could not achieve any of the 
legitimate purposes, for which a 
union is organized. 

Can the Board of Police of St. 
Louis prohibit the members of the 
department by rules or regula- 
tions from so organizing? 


Board Can’t Bargain. 


In the very nature of things the 
bargaining agent of the union 
would request or demand from 
the Police Board things which the 
Police Board would have no au- 
thority to grant or bargain about. 
This would lead to confusion, if 
not dissension, between the union, 
its members and Police Board. 
Members of any union undoubted- 
ly owe allegiance to the union and 
its bargaining agent. 

If demands were made upon 


the Police Board by such bargain- 
ing agent, which the board did 
not have authority to bargain 
about, the natural consequence 
would be dissension between the 
union, its members and the board. 
This would naturally bring about 
dissension between the members 
of the Police Department and 
their employer, the board. The 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment would be necessarily divided 
in their loyalty between their 
union and its bargaining agent 
and their employer. 

It is axiomatic that an employe 
cannot give undivided fidelity and 
loyalty to his employer if he has 
given a union or association the 
right to control his conduct. A di- 
vided loyalty between a union and 
the state or municipality which 
the police officers of St. Louis 
serve, would be subversive of the 
public service and detrimental to 
the general welfare. 

This conclusion is supported by 
authorities from a number of 
states. I cite the following case 
as an example: 

Carter vs. Thompson, 164 Va., 
312, 180 S, E. 410, wherein the 
court. said: 

“Police and Fire Departments 
are in a class apart. Both are at 
times charged with the preserva- 
tion of public order and for mani- 
fold reasons they owe to the pub- 
lic their undivided allegiance. The 
power in the city of complete con- 
trol is imperatively necessary if 
discipline is to be maintained.” 


Rules Are Valid. 


Under the provisions of Section 
7695, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 
1939, all lawful rules and regula- 
tions of the board shall be obeyed 
by the police force on pain of dis- 
missal, suspension, fine. 

It is my opinion that the Board 
of Police Commissioners had the 
authority to make the rules pro- 
vided for in sections 342, 343 and 
344 of rule 23, and that said rules 
and regulations are valid, reason- 
able, effective and enforceable. 

The members of the police force 
who sign an application to join a 
union without first consulting the 
Chief of Police for his advice and 
guidance violate these rules and 
subject themselves to the penal- 
ties provided in the rules. 

It has been suggested that Sec- 
tion 29 of Article 1 of the Consti- 
tution of Missouri, 1945, author- 
izes the members of the Police 
Department of St. Louis to organ- 
ize and bargain collectively, 
through representatives of their 
own choosing. Said section reads 
as follows: 

“That employes shall have the 
right to organize and to bargain 
collectively through representa- 
tives of their own choosing.” 

It will be noticed this section 
does not specifically include or ex- 
cludé the state or its agencies. 

It is a well-settled rule of stat- 
utory and constitutional construc- 
tion that unless an act or con- 
stitutional provision = specifically 
mentions the state and its polit- 


ical subdivisions they should not 
be construed to include them, 

In the case of the City of Clin- 
ton ex rel, Thornton vs. Henry 
County, 115 Mo. 557, 566, the rule 
is stated as follows: 

“It is a well settied principle of 
common law that the Crown is 
not bound by a statute the words 
of which tend to restrain or di- 
minish any of his rights or in- 
terests, unless he be specifically 
named therein.” (1 Bla., Com. 262). 
The same principal applies’ in 
favor of the states in this coun- 
try. Endlich on the interpretation 
of statutes, sec. 161. Says Kent: 
“It is a general rule in the inter-

the police of the state has such 
great power in exercising the sov- 
ereignty of the state. 

In the case of American Fire 
Alarm Co. vs. Board of Police 
Commissioners, 227 S. W. 114, 285 
Mo. 581, at L, C. 590, the court 
said: 

“The members of the police force 
of St, Louis and Kansas City are 
officers of their respective cities 
and also of the state.” 

In the case of State ex. rel. Tru- 
man vs. Jost, -191 S. W. 38, 269 
Mo, 248, the Supreme Court of 
Missouri at L. C. 256, said: 

“It is almost universally con- 
ceded that police boards and met- 
ropolitan police forces are state 
officers and fall clearly within 
legislative control.” 

I am of the opinion, in view of 
the above authorities that Section 
29-of Article 1 of the Constitution 
of Missouri, 1945, does not author- 
ize the members of the police 
force the City of St. Louis to 
organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing with the Police 
Board of the City of St. Louis. 
They are not only public officers, 
but state officers as distinguished 
from employes. 


‘Bad Public Policy.’ 


Aside from the legal aspects, the 
unionization of a police force is 
bad public policy. A police force 
is an arm of government sworn 
to uphold the law, prevent or con- 
trol disorder, protect life and 
property and maintain the peace 
and security of the community. 
Organizing such an arm of gov- 
ernment into a labor union for 
the purpose of collective bargain- 
ing with its employer, which is 
the government itself, is an ab- 
surdity, 

It is essential that any force 
whose sworn duty it is to main- 
tain the peace be absolutely im- 
partial in any controversy or dis- 
turbance occurring as a result of 
conflicts, disputes or arguments 
between citizens or groups of citi- 
zens, 

Such impartiality must be main- 
tained at all costs. It can only be 
maintained if the members of 
the police force keep a strictly 
unbiased attitude. It is expecting 
too much of human nature to as- 
sume that such officers could or 
would be able to maintain this 
attitude if they were members of 
a local affiliated with an organi- 
zation which might be a major 
party in a dispute, 

At such times, emotions run 
high, reason abdicates and vio- 
lence often results. The peace of- 
ficer must be in a position that 
will be respected and above sus- 
picion by both sides in such a con- 
troversy. He should never allow 
himself to be placed in a position 
where his motives or his actions 
may be challenged. He should be 
above all such accusations. 


Historical Dangers. 


History reveals the dangers in- 
herent in the organizing of peace 
officers into unions. However 
mild the present objectives of 
such organizations or locals might 
be, no one can say how future 
events or future leadership might 
shape the policies and change the 
objectives. The better policy will 
be to avoid all semblance of temp- 
tation and danger and to adhere 
strictly to the highest and noblest 
ideals of the peace official sworn 
to protect the public with his life 
if necessary. 

Only such individuals as are 
willing thus to consecrate them- 
selves to the public welfare should 
become members of a police force. 
Only such members are worthy of 
their trust. If this is demanding a 
great deal of police officers, it 
should be remembered that theirs 
is a sacred trust and they are hon- 
ored, respected and implicitly 
obeyed because they are selected 
to uphold that trust. 


URUGUAY URGES 


REPUBLICS JON 
INTERVENTION 


Suggests Collective Ac- 
tion by American Na- 
tions in Domesticg Af- 
fairs of Another. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
State Department officials today 
studied a proposal by Uruguay for 
collective intervention by the 
American republics in the domes- 
tic affairs of another American 
nation if necessary to protect 
peace. 

The suggestion was contained 
in a note handed to William Daw- 
son, United States Ambassador to 
Montevideo, by Uruguayan For- 
eign Minister Albert Rodriguez 
Lareta. The State Department 
disclosed it last night. 


There was a possibility of an 
early statement of American re- 
action to the proposal because of 
its immediate bearing on Argen- 
tina where the State Department 
says Fascism exists. 

The Uruguayan proposal was 
limited to the nations of this 
hemisphere and _ specified that 
joint intervention should be lim- 
ited to: : 

1. The “mere re-establishment 
of essential rights.” : 

2. Fulfillment of freely cone 
tracted international relations, 

Non-Intervention Rejected. 

The Uruguayan note said the 
principle of non-intervention, a 
cardinal policy in inter-American 
affairs, cannot be “converted into 
a right to invoke one principle in 
order to be able to violate all 
other principles with immunity.” 

Neither is it a “shield behind 
which crime may be perpetrated, 
law violated, agents and forces of 
the Axis sheltered and binding 
obligations circumvented,” the 
note added. 

Otherwise, Uruguay continued, 
the Americas would be transform- 
ing the continent into a “refuge 
for gvil doctrines” where they 
could be reborn at a later date. 


Action for Benefit of All. 


The Uruguayan note said a 
“multilateral collective action,” 
exercised unselfishly by all other 
American republics could not be 
construed as injuring the govern- 
ment against which the action 
was directed. Rather, it said, such 
action “must be recognized as be- 
ing taken for the benefit of all, 
including the country which has 
been suffering under such a harsh 
regime.” 

The Uruguayan minister sug- 
gested that the proposal be dis- 
cussed at the Pan-American Con- 
ference in Brazil next spring. 

At the State Department, offt- 
cials authorized only the following 
quotation on the note: 

“It deals with a subject which 
we must now face and therefore 
represents a very important con- 
tribution to inter-American rela- 
tions. As soon as we have an op- 
portunity to analyze the message 
in detail, the department will 
probably issue a full statement of 
its comments.” 

U. S. Expected to Be Sympathetic. 

Despite official reticence, there 
seemed little doubt that the 
Uruguayan proposal would get 
sympathetic consideration from 
Spruille Braden, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Latin American 
Affairs and outspoken critic of the 
repressive tactics of the Argen- 
tine militarists. The United States 
frequently has accused Argentina 
of violating its hemisphere and 
United Nations obligations, 

One of the closing paragraphs of 
the note was written in language 
much like that which Braden has 
frequently used in expressing his 
concern over the Argentine situa- 
tion. The paragraph said: 
“Pusillanimity or unenlightened 
selfishness may counsel a passive 
attitude, but the result would 
then be that the mission of the 
Americas would transfer itself 
into that of making our continent 
a refuge for evil doctrines, prac- 
tices and interests and into a field 
favorable to their future rebirth.” 

The proposal of Uruguay goes 
further than the Act of Chapul- 
tec, adopted at the Pan-Amer 
ican Conference in Mexico City 
last March, for that the latter pro-

On Force Since 1928. 


Miller, a tall, broad-shouldered 
man, who has the appearance of 
an athlete, joined the police de- 
partment in 1928, and has been a 
member of the motorcycle squad 
for about 15 years. He is 45 years 
old and the father of a 6-year-old 
boy. He enlisted in the Navy’'in 
December 1942, and as a gunner’s 
/mate served aboard an LST in the 
‘Salerno and Normandy invasions. 
He received his honorable dis- 
charge last January. 

MacDonald, who has made a 
number of trips here from Madi- 
son, Wis., to help with organiza- 
tion of the union, said the na- 
tional organization would support 
the newly organized police Iggal 


here “to the limit of our financial 
ability.” 

“If necessary we'll go to court,” 
he said, “We may eventually have 
to carry this direct to the citizens, 
the overwhelming majority of 
whom are working people and 
sympathetic to the aims of our 
members. We may have to take 
ads in the newspapers and hire 
time on the radio to get the full 
story before the public. We have 
done that in other cities, and have 
never failed in this approach, 

“We have approximately 100 
unions enrolling police throughout 
the country. About 50 of these are 
made up entirely of police. We 
have never had a loss; every po- 
lice union we've started is still in 
existence.” 

MacDonald argued it is no more 
alarming for policemen to join a 
union than for firemen to do so. 
“St. Louis firemen have belonged 
to the AFL International Fire- 
fighters’ Association for many 
years,” he declared. “They can’t 
strike, but their union functions. 
Why can’t police organize along 
the same lines?” 


Firemen’s Experience. 

In a campaign to obtain higher 
salaries two years ago, the St. 
Louis union of firemen, known as 
Local 73, appealed in newspaper 
advertisements for public support 
after the Civil Service Commis- 
sion turned down its request, The 
union also solicited public sup- 
port by circulating petitions, and 
the increase in pay subsequently 
was granted, 

“That’s exactly the way our po- 
lice unions work,” MacDonald de- 
clared. “They are basically legis- 
lative organizations, and have the 
right to press their legislative de- 
mands as well as any other group. 


Petitions to the public constitute 
our most important weapon. In 
Detroit, where we campaigned to 
get civil service, we circularized 
the city, and 97 per cent of the 
ballots in a referendum favored 
civil service.” 


In Chattanooga, Tenn., where 
“political 
refrain from using police as ward 
heelers for the first time in his- 
tory,” MacDonald continued. 
“Through state

creased pay and pension benefits.”

R. Brownell of Fort Smith, Ark., 
slender and medium-sized, had 
found a comrade in an Army 
beanpole, Pvt. William Earl Sur- 
ber of Colorado Springs. “We 
lay together like a tablespoon and 
a teaspoon,” says Brownell, “But 
I got the best of it. He was long 
enough to keep me warm, but I 
wasn’t long enough to keep him 
warm at the two ends.” Surber, 
the sicker of the two, had alter- 
nating periods of delirium and 
normalcy, In normalcy he talked 
about wanting two things: to eat 
one more dish of spaghetti and 
meatballs, and to have a regular 
baptism, 

The two men talked often of the 
hereafter which they both expect- 
ed to enter shortly, and repeated- 
ly Surber said, “I’m worried, I 
want to get baptized.” 

Brownell, a Catholic, thought it 
proper that Surber, a Protestant, 
should be baptized by a Protest- 
ant rite. By now the prison ship 
was in Japanese waters and not 
a single chaplain still alive, was 
sane or strong enough to ap- 
proach Surber. 

The chaplain Brownell counted 
on was Lt. Comdr. H. R. Trump, 
an Episcopalian who was lying 
off a few bays, unable to move. 
Since Surber could not be moved 
to Trump, Brownell was trying to 
build up the chaplain’s strength 
enough to walk to the soldier’s 
bay. The chaplain would accept 
food but no water from Brownell, 
however. On Jan. 27 he died. 
“Ted, you've got to get me bap- 
tized,” Surber kept saying. “I’ve 
got to be baptized somehow today. 
If there aren’t any chaplains, can’t 
you baptize me?” 

Since any lay person can baptize 
another, Brownell could not re- 
fuse; .but he had no water, not 
even a tabilespoonful. “I didn’t 
see any way out,” says Brownell. 
“So I did something that I guess 
any clergyman would think pretty 
awful. I baptized .Earl with my 
own saliva. 

“I simply put my fingers in my 
mouth, ‘got enough moisture on 
them so that he could fell it, and 
I said, ‘I baptize thee in the name 
of the Father, the Son and the 
Holy Ghost.’” 

Surber’s expression became 
more peaceful. Before first light 
the morning of the 28th, about 4 
a.m., Brownell noticed that his 
friend’s body had grown cold,

MANILA, Nov. 24 (AP)—A de- 
fense witness admitted today that 
Lt. Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita had 
“some responsibility” for  treat- 
ment of prisoners of war in the 
Philippines. The admission was 
elicited by sharp questioning of 
the United States Military Com- 


mission trying Yamashita on war 
crime charges. 

“Who in Tokyo or _ imperial 
headquarters held responsibility 
for prisoners of war and civilian 
camps?” the witness, Lt. Col. Ki- 
kuo Ishikawa, was asked. 

“Camp commanders,” he replied. 

Maj. Gen, Russell B. Reynolds, 
president of the trial commission, 
interrupted to ask sharply: 

“Do you mean to tell me that 
the Japanese high command in 
Tokyo held that Yamashita did 
not have complete responsibility 
for prisoners of war under his 
control?” 

“T believe there is some respon- 
sibility,” Ishikawa acknowledged. 

Ishikawa, in charge of supplies 
for prison camps in Yamashita’s 
Fourteenth Army Group area, said 
an inspection he made of Bilibid, 
Santo Tomas and Fort McKinly 
prisons revealed that food supplies 
“although diminishing, were the 
game as Japanese soldiers were 
receiving.” 

Earlier, Maj. Gen. Goichi Kira 
had testified that Yamashita was 
greatly concerned over the food 
situation and “expressed the de- 
sire that internees and prisoners 
of war be taken care of properly.” 

Kira said the American block- 
ade of the Philippines cut the 
Japanese soldier’s rice ration to 
100 grams per day, supplemented 
by wild grass. 

Through Kira’s testimony, the 
defense attempted to show that 
the lot of American war prisoners 
and civilian internees was no 
worse than that of the Japanese 
soldier. 

Kira, Yamashita’s quartermas- 
ter, said the rice supply on Luzon 
island was practically exhausted 
last December and January, and 
repeated calls for supplies from 
Indochina went unanswered due 
to the American blockade. 

The witness also asserted that 
Yamashita issued an order for- 
bidding his soldiers to stea] from 
civilians. 


TESTIMONY IN TRIAL 
OF MILI ISLAND JAPS 


KWAJALEIN, Marshall Islands, 
Nov. 24 (AP)—Bleaching bones— 
minus all evidence of skulls—in 
a bomb crater on the island of 
Mili were the silent evidence that 
the Japanese beheaded five Amer- 
ican flyers in February 1944, a 
government witness testified to- 
day. 

The witness, John Iaman, an 
island native, told the grim story 
at the trial of 10 Japanese offi- 
cers charged with the murder of 
five unidentified American air- 


men. 

He said he was present when 
the flyers were questioned. 
Taman testified he saw one flyer, 
with hands tied behind his back, 
forced to drink an “evil tasting 
liquid. The Japanese thus sought 
to make the American “talk,” he 
paid, 

Iaman said he saw the bones 
in the crater last, September. A 
belt found at the scene was iden- 
tified by a marine as of Amer-

and other former Japanese high 
officials, who might be charged

JAPAN PERMITTED 
TO IMPORT FOOD 


TOKYO, Nov. 24 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur granted the 
Japanese government permission 
today to import food, cotton, pe- 
troleum and salt. 

An Allied headquarters press 
release said neither the extent nor 
the sources of the imports has 
been determined. Amounts will 
depend on availability of shipping 
and world supplies as well as Ja- 
pan’s ability to pay in commensu- 
rate exports, 

The order, headquarters said, 
was in furtherance of MacAr- 
thur’s policy of “aiding Japan to 
restore her essential economy and 
thus make it possible for her to 
carry her share of producing the 
goods and services for her own 
civilian population and other coun- 
tries as well.” 


Items Sought by Japan. 

Sankuro Ogasawara, minister of 
commerce, on Nov. 14 revealed 
that the Japanese government had 
applied for permission to import 
3,000,000 tons of food, mostly from 
North America; 180,000 tons of 
cotton and 1,130,000 tons of coal. 

Japan already is sending vitally 
needed exports to Far East points, 
headquarters disclosed. Coal is 
going to Korea and to Hong Kong, 
and timber is being shipped to 
China.

New York Office Hears Buy- 
ers Pay $500 for Possession 
in Week. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP)— 
The New York regional Price Ad- 
ministration office disclosed yes- 
terday it was investigating re- 
ports of a scheme under which 


prospective purchasers of new 
automobiles allegedly pay a bonus 
for a low number purchase con- 
tract. 

Such contracts enable the buy- 
er to get a car much sooner than 
he would if he waited his turn 
in the normal order number sys- 
tem. 

One version went like this: A 
person with low number contracts 
offers them to a prospective pur- 
chaser, charging $500 for delivery 
within a week, $400 for two 
weeks, etc, 

An OPA spokesman said he had 
heard of “only a few instances” 
involving bonuses and declined to 
say how widespread the investi- 
gation would be. He added it 
had not been determined whether 
such payments had been made to 
dealers or to other persons who 
in some manner got their hands 
on early purchase contracts and 
peddled them to buyers.

Batavia’ has been comparatively 
quiet during the last 48 hours, 
with only a few cases of sniping 
and looting reported. 

(A.N.E.T.A. Dutch news agen- 
cy, said today a British Brigadier 
ordered native settlements in the 
vicinity put to the torch in retal- 
iation when the mutilated bodies 
of four British airmen and 20 
Indian soldiers were found float- 
ing in a stream where their plane 
+o crashed, six miles from Bata- 
via. 

The British report on Ambara- 
wa said that when the Gurkhas 
lifted the siege of the city they 
found nine persons dead, three dy- 
ing and 20 wounded, including 
children ranging in age from 3 
to 9. The Indonesian raid, the 
report said, was carried out by 
groups of 10, armed with rifles, 
pistols, swords and hand grenades. 
The report said the Indonesians 
made no attacks on the Dutch 
men, who were unarmed, but at- 
tacked the women and children. 

The heaviest fighting in Amba- 
rawa was concentrated in an area 
near a lake in the center of town 
where Indonesians were reported 
trying to land on the north and 
west shores. Royal Air Force 
Thunderbolts from Batavia strafed 
Indonesian boats “successfully,” 
the British communique said. One 
Thunderbolt was lost. 

Ten Chinese were killed last 
night in Soerabaja, when In- 
donesians hurled artillery shells 
into the city’s Chinatown. There 
were no British casualties, South 
of Soerabaja the British contin- 
ued to advance, meeting occasional 
rifle and machinegun fire. Amer- 
ican-made Sherman tanks were 
being used by the British to wipe 
out strong points. 


SAVING OF WASTE FATS URGED 
DESPITE MEAT RATIONING END 


An acute need for waste fats 
exists despite the lifting of meat 
rationing, and housewives are 
urged to continue to save them 
just as they did during the war, 
the American Fat Salvage Com- 
mittee, Inc., announced today. 

“Meat dealers will continue to 
pay four cents a pound for used 
fats, and renderers will continue 
to collect and process used fats,” 
the announcement said. “Until 
trade with fat and oil producing 
countries—the Philippines, South 
Sea islands, Africa and South 
America—is fully re-established, 
industrial fat and oll imports will 
not meet the demand. Domestic 
farm and cattle growers’ produc- 
tion is far below that of last 
year.” 

The committee said fats for use 
in making soap were particularly 
scarce, and in addition thousands 
of other industrial products would 
require large quantities of such 
materials which are not at 
present available. 


TRUMAN CITES PATRIOTISM 
OF JEWISH WAR VETERANS 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Nov. 24 
(AP)—A message from President 
Truman descriting veterans of 
Jewish faith as “the living answer 
to those who would confuse our 
people with the evil doctrines of 
bigotry and hatred” was read at 
the opening yesterday of the an- 
nual encampment of Jewish War 
Veterans. 

The President paid tribute to 
the organization as a “symbol of 
the patriotic services rendered by 
the citizens of Jewish faith” and 
expressed hope the organization 
would co-operate with other vet- 
erans’ groups to obtain maximum 
benefits for fighting men as they 
return to civilian life.

LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP) — 
British Minister of State Philip 
John Noel-Baker told the opening 
session of the United Nations 
preparatory commission today 


that the question of control of 


atomic energy might be placed 
before the first meeting of the

held in January. 


“There is no doubt,” he said, 
“that the governments of the 
world owe it to their peoples to 
do something about science pretty 
soon,” 

Noel-Baker is serving as tempo- 
rary chairman of the commission, 
composed of representatives of 
47 nations. 

“Some urgent tasks may be 
laid on the first assembly,” Noel- 
Baker said, “perhaps even the 
control of atomic energy.” 

He said it was “grotesque and 
wicked” to believe that any gov- 
ernment in the world wants or is 
preparing for another war. He 
added: “No people,:without excep- 
tion, would allow its government 
to start another war.” 

“It (atomic energy) must be con- 
trolled or it will end us,” Noel- 
Baker said. “International 
thought produced it, and interna- 
tional thought can control it.” 

Drawing attention to the pes- 
simism of some persons about in- 
ternational relations, he said there 
were certain unpleasant facts, 
“but it is only a blind observer 
who does not see that the world 
has already begun to recover.” 

Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromy- 
ko, who arrived yesterday, said 
some delegations needed time to 
study the proposed agenda and 
suggested that the conference ad- 
journ until Monday. A motion to 
that effect was adopted. 


6 YANKS, 52 OTHERS KILLED 
IN MUNITIONS BLAST IN INDIA 


CALCUTTA, Nov. 24 (AP)—An 
explosion of smokeless powder at 
the United States army ammuni- 
tion dump in Kanchrapara, 30 
miles north of Calcutta, yester- 
day killed 58 persons, including 
six American soldiers. 

Five American soldiers and 40 
Indian workmen were injured. 

The dump, said to have been 
the largest American ammunition 
dump in the world during the war, 
was being used for the disposal of 
ammunition left in the India-Bur- 
ma theater. 

United States Army officials in 
New Delhi said there was no con- 
nection between the explosion and 
the Indian demonstrations in Cal- 
cutta in which 30 American sol- 
diers have been hurt, five serious- 
ly. One man is missing, but of- 
ficers said no American has been 
reported killed. 


84-MILLION-GALLON DROP 
IN WATER USE IN 16 DAYS 


Water consumption in the city 
in the first 16 days this month, in 
comparison with the correspond- 
ing period last year, decreased 
from 2,260,130,000 gallons to 2,185,- 
701,000, Thomas J. Skinker, Water 
Commissioner, said today. He at- 
tributed the decrease principally 
to decreased use by industry. 

Average daily consumption of 
water in the first half of Novem- 
ber this year was 136,600,000 gal- 
lons, Skinker said, a decrease of 
4,651,812 gallons from the corre- 
sponding period last year. During 
the first seven months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year, Water Depart- 
ment revenue, from metered sales 
only, dropped from $1,759,000 to 
$1,702,000. Most of the metered 
sales are made to industrial or 
commercial users.

I watched the battle for two hours. It was as 
harrowing as anything I saw in the Pacific.

They 
were chewed, frayed, yanked, pulled, and above 
all, brow-beaten. 

This country need never worry about losing a 
war as long as it has men who sell clothes to 
women: They are invincible.

Tomorrow

ALLING a dessert by the 
(CF name “Burnt Sugar” always 

seems to stir up pleasant ideas 
in the minds of most cooks. The 
sugar is not actually burnt, else 
it would be’ carbon and would 
have acquired a very unpleasant 
harsh flavor. Another more ac- 
curate but less familiar name for 
this sugar is caramel. It is in the 
process of heating the sugar that 
the secret of success.lies, If the 
sugar is not caramelized suffici- 
ently the color will be pale and 
so will the flavor. If it is over- 
done, the color becomes an in- 
tense brown and the flavor is one 
of the harshest met. in food. When 
done right the flavor is the most 
delicious of any sweet. Too often 
sugar is over caramelized and it 
is easy enough to miss the mark 
because once the process gets 
started it goes so rapidly that un- 
less the cook is very attentive and 
very sensitive to color and odor 
it will not be removed from the 
heat in time. In fact the sugar 
should be removed from the heat 
before the desired color is ob- 
tained because the heat in the 
iron skillet is high enough for 
caramelization to go on a few 
seconds after removal from direct 
heat. 


Burnt Sugar Cake. 


One cup sugar, one-half cup 
boiling water, two cups sifted cake 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup shortening, three-fourths 
cup sugar, one teaspoon vanilla, 
two eggs, unbeaten, two-thirds cup 
milk. 

Place one cup sugar in skillet 
and stir constantly over medium 
heat until melted and a rich am- 
ber color. Reduce heat and add 
water gradually. Stir until dis- 
solved. Cool. Sift flour, -baking 
powder and salt together three 
times. Cream shortening and 
three-fourths cup of sugar togeth- 
er until light. and fluffy. Add 
vanilla and one egg at a time, 
beating thoroughly after edch ad- 
dition. Stir in one-third cup of 
the burnt sugar syrup. Add dry 
ingredients and milk alternately, 
beginning and ending with flour 
and beating well after each addi- 
tion. Pour into two eight-inch 
cake pans which have been lined 
on the bottom with wax paper. 
Bake at 350 degrees F. for 25 min- 
utes. Cool before frosting. 


Burnt Sugar Frosting. 

In the top of a double boiler, 
combine one egg white, three 
tablespoons of the burnt sugar 
syrup, two tablespoons water, 
three-fourths cup sugar, and dash 
of salt, Mix well and beat over 
hot water for about seven min- 
utes, until mixture stands in 
peaks. Add vanilla. Mix. Spread 
on layers and_ sprinkle with 
chopped walnuts.

Cornmeal Griddle Cakes. 


Sift all-purpose flour and mea- 
sure one and one-half cups, _ 
sift with three-fourths cup yellow 
cornmeal, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, and 
two tablespoons sugar. Beat one 
egg and add to it one cup milk 
and one cup water. Pour all at 
once into dry ingredients. Mix 
until smooth. Stir in one-fourth 
cup melted shortening. Bake on 
a moderately hot griddle, very 
lightly greased. When under side 
is golden brown and the top is 
dry-looking, turn and bake until 
second side is brown. Makes about 
two dozen four-inch cakes,

Six large potatoe . one-third cup 
milk, one-eighth teaspoon poultry 
seasoning, two tablespoons melted 
butter or margarine.

Quick Mix Cake 

Though this cake ts made by 
the latest method, you get the 
g00d old-fashioned combination of 
lemon and molasses flavors. Sift 
cake flour, measure two cups and 
resift three times with one and 
one-half teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, and one 
and one-fourth cups sugar. Sift 
into a bowl, add one-half cup 
vegetable shortening, juice and 
grated rind of one lemon plus 
milk to make one-half cup meas- 
ure, and one-fourth teaspoon 
lemon extract.

East, obviously, 
was one of those players holding 
the peculiar notion that a hand 
containing only _ distributional 
strength or value must be passed 
at the first opportunity, so that 
when a bid is made partner will 
know that said bid is purely de- 
fensive,, or rather, sacrificial. 
Very informative, but what is 
partner supposed to do with such 
information? 

These faddists ignore one rather 
pertinent fact. The potential value 
of a shutout bid lies in preventing 
the opponents from exchanging 
information at a safe level. Thus, 
three spades over one diamond 
would have kept South from bid- 
ding his hearts, but after South 
had shown that suit and North 
had supported it, the three-spade 
bid was worth precisely nothing. 
The bid was a “neck-stretcher” 
in any case, but if East made it, 
at least he could time it cor- 
rectly.
